Before the regulating Act of 1773, the Allowances made by the Company to the Preſidents of 
Bengal were abundantly ſufficient to guarantee them againſt any Thing like a Neceſſity for giving 
into that pernicious Practice.

o it was equally careful in making an ample Proviſion for ſupporting the Dignity of the Office, in

mittee, of Preſents to a large Amount having been received by Mr. Haſtings, and others, before

The Enquiry ſet on Foot in Bengal, by Order of the Court of Directors, in 1773, with regard to 
all corrupt Practices, and the Vigour with which they were for ſome Time purſued, might have given 
a temporary Check to the Receipt of Preſents, or might have produced a more effectual Concealment 


of them; and afterwards, the Calamities which befel almoſt all who were concerned in the firſt

Employers no Inſight whatſoever into a Matter which, of all others, tod in The greateſt Need of a 
full and clear Elucidation, 
Although he. chuſes to omit this eſſential Point, he 2 the mölt anxious Sollcitude to clear 
himſelf of the Charges that might be made againſt him, of the Artifices of Oſtentation, and of cor- 
rupt Influence. To diſcover, it poſſible, the Ground for apprehending ſuch Imputations, Your Com- 


SEE mittee adverted to the e Circumſtances in which he ſtood-at the Time: Te found that this Letter 


. was diſpatched about the Time that Mr. Francis took his Paſſage for England; his Fear of Miſre- 
4 preſentation may therefore allude to ſomething which paſſed in Converſation between him and that 
Gentleman at the Time the Offer was made. 

It. was not eaſy, on the mere Face of his Offer, to give an ill Turn to it. The Act, as it ſtands on 
the Minute, is not only diſintereſted, but generous, and public- ſpirited. If Mr. Haſtings apprehended 
e from Mr, F FOG: or from any. other Perion; Your Committee conceive Wal 
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did not employ proper Means for defeating the ill Deſigns of his Adverſaries. On the contrary, the 
Courſe he has taken, in his Letter to the Court of Directors, is calculated to excite Doubts and 
Faſpicions in Minds the moſt favourably diſpoſed to him. Some Degree of Oſtentation is not 
extremely blameable, at a Time when a Man advances largely from his private Fortune towards the 
public Service. It is human Infirmity at the worſt, and only detracts ſomething from the Luſtre 
of an Action in itſelf meritorious. The Kind of Oſtentation which is criminal, and criminal only 
becauſe it is fraudulent, is where a Perſon makes a Shew of giving, when in Reality he does not 
give. This Impoſition is criminal more or leſs, according to the Circumſtances. But if the Money 
received to furnith ſuch a pretended Gift, is taken from any Third Perſon, without Right to take it, 
new Guilt, and Guilt of a much worſe Quality and Deſcription, is incurred. The Governor General, 


in order to keep clear of Oſtentation, on the 29th cf November 1790, declares, That the Sum of 


Money which he offered on the 26th of the preceding June as his own, was not his own, and that 
he had no Right to it.

« not his own” Money to which “he had no Right“ - Money, which came into his Poſſeſſion “ by 
« whatever Means: If this be not Money obtained by corrupt Influence, or by ſomething worſe, 
that is, by Violence or Terror, it will be difficult to fix upon Circumſtances which can furniſh 
a Preſumption of unjuſtifiable Uſe of Power and Influence in the Acquiſition of Profit. The laſt 
Part of the Apology, That he had converted this Money (“ which he had no Right to receive”) to 
the Company's Ule (ſo far as Your Committee can diſcover) does no where appear. He ſpeaks, in 
the Minute of the 26th of June, as having then actually depoſited it for the Company's Service. 
In the Letter of November, he ſays, that he converted it to the Company's Property : But 
there is no Trace, in the Company's Books, of its being ever brought to their Credit in the Ex- 
penditure for any ſpecific Service, even if any ſuch Entry and Expenditure could juſtify him in 
taking Money which he had, by his own Confeſſion, „no Right to receive.“ 


The Directors appear to have been deceived by this Repreſentation ; and, in their Letter of 5 


January 1782, conſider the Money as actually paid into their Treaſury, Even under their Error, 
concerning the Application of the Money, they appear rather alarmed than ſatisfied, with the brief 
Apology of the Governor General. They conſider the whole Proceeding as extraordinary and my- 
ſerious, They, however, do not condemn it with any remarkable Aſperity: After admitting, That 
he might be induced to a temporary Secrecy, reſpecting the Members of the Board, from a Fear of 
their reſiſting the propoſed Application, or any Application of this Money, to the Company's Uſe 
yet they write to the Governor General and Council as follows: “ It does not appear to us, that 
« there could be any real Neceſſity for delaying to communicate to 4s immediate Information of the 
* Channel by which the Money came into Mr. Haſtings's Poſſeſſion, with a complete Illuſtration

4“ us, we ſhall give our Sentiments fully on the Tranſaction.” And, ſpeaking of this and other 
Monies under a ſimilar Deſcription, they fay : * We ſhall ſuſpend our Judgment, without ap- 
« proving it in the leaſt Degree, or proceeding to cenſure our Governor General for this Tranſac- 
te tion,” The Expectations entertained by the Directors of a more complete Explanation, were 
natural, and their Expreſſion tender and temperate. But the more complete Information which 
they naturally expected, they never have to this Day received. 
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Mr. Haſtings wrote Two more Letters to the Secret Committee of the Court of Directors, in Appendix B, 


which he mentions this Tranlaction. The firſt dated (as he aſſerts, and a Mr. Larkins ſwears) on the 


22d of May 1782; the laſt, which accompanied it, ſo late as the 16th of December in the ſame 
Year, Though fo long an Interval lay between the Tranſaction of the 26th of June 1780, and the 
Middle of December 1782 (upwards of TWO Years) no further Satisfaction is given, He has writ- 
ten, ſince the Receipt of the above Letter of the Court of Directors (which demanded what they 
had a Right to demand, a clear Explanation of the Particulars of this Sum of Money, which he had 
no Right to receive) without giving them any further Satisfaction. Inſtead of Explanation or 
Apology, he aſſumes a Tone of Complaint and Reproach to the Directors He lays before them 
a Kind of an Account of Preſents received, to the Amount of upwards of /. 200, ooo, ſome at a 


conſiderable Diſtance of Time, and which had not been hitherto. communicated-to t ompanv. 
In the Le vhich accompanied that very extraordinary Account, which then for the firſt 


Time appeared, he diſcovers no ſmall Solicitude to clear himſelf from the Imputation of having 
theſe Diſcoveries drawn from him by the Terrors of the Parliamentary Enquiries then on Foot, 
To remove all Suſpicion of ſuch a Motive for miKing thele Diſcoveries, Mr. Larkins Twears, in 
an Affidavit made before Mr. Juſtice Hyde, bearing even Date with the Letter which accompanies 
the Account, that is, of the 16th of December 1782, that this Letter had been written by him on 
the 22d of May, ſeveral Months before it was diſpatched.

If the Letter of the 22d May had been found in the Liſt of Packet ſent by the Reſolution, 
the Governor General would have eſtabliſhed, in a ſatisfactory Manner, and far beyond the Effect 


of any Afﬀidavit, that the Letter had been written at the Time of the Date. It appears, that the 


Reſolution, being on her Voyage to England, met with fo ſevere a Gale of Wind, as to be obliged 
to put back to Bengal, and to unload her Cargo.—This Event makes no Difference in the State 
of the Tranſaction. Whatever the Cauſe of theſe new Diſcoveries might have been, at the Time 
of ſending them the Fact of the Parliamentary Enquiry was publickly known. un. i 
In the Letter of the above Date Mr. Haſtings. laments the Mortification of being reduced to 
take Precautions © to guard his Reputation from Diſhonour,”—< If I had (ſays he) at any Time

Your Committee were extremely ſtruck with this Intelligence, They were totally unacquainted 
with it, when they preſented to the Houſe the Supplement to their Second Report, on the Affairs of 
| Cheyt Sing. A Gift received by. Mr, Haſtings from the Rajah of Benares gave Riſe, in their Minds, 
to ſerious Reflections on the Condition of the Princes of India ſubjected to the Britiſh Authority, Mr. 
Haſtings was, at the very Time of his receiving this Gift, in the Courſe of making, on the Rajah 
of Benares, a Series of Demands, unfounded and unjuſtifiable, and conſtantly growing, in Proportion 
as they were ſubmitted to. To theſe Demands the Rajah of Benares, beſides his Objections in 
Point of Right, conſtantly. ſet up a Plea of Poverty. Preſents from Perſons who hold up Po- 
verty as a Shield againſt Extortion, can ſcarcely, in any Caſe, be conſidered as gratuitous, 
whether the Plea of Poverty be true or falſe, In this Cafe, the Preſents might have been be- 
ſtowed, if not with an Aſſurance, at leaſt with a rational Hope, of ſome Mitigation in the op— 
preſſive Requilitions that were made by Mr. Haſtings : For, to give much voluntarily, when it is 
known that much will be taken away forcibly, is a Thing abſurd and impoſſible, On the 
other Hand, the Acceptance of that Gift by Mr. Haſtings muſt have pledged a tacit Faith for 
ſome Degree of Indulgence towards the Donor: If it was a free Gift, Gratitude, if it was a 
Bargain, Juſtice obliged him to it. If, on the other Hand, Mr, Haſtings originally deſtined (as 
he ſays he did) this Money, given to himſelf ſecretly and for his private Emolument, to the Uſe of 
the Company, the Company's Favour, to whom he acted as Truſtee, ought to have been pur- 
chaſed by it. In Honour and Juſtice, he bound and pledged himſelf for that Power which was 
to profit by the Gift, and to profit too in the Succeſs of an Expedition which Mr, Haſtings 
thought ſo neceſſary to their Aggrandiſement.

This he has had the 
Courage to do, at a Time when he had abundant Reaſon to look for, what he has ſince received, their 
Cenſure, for many material Parts of his Conduct towards the People from whoſe waſted Subſtance 
this pretended Free Gift was drawn, He does not pretend that he has Reaſon to expect the ſmalleſt 
Degree of Partiality, in this or any other Point, from the Court of Directors: For, beſides: his Com- 
plaint firſt ſtated, of having never poſſeſſed their Confidence, in a late Letter (in which, notwithſtand- 
ing the Cenſures of Parliament, he magnifies his own Conduct) he ſays, that in all the long Period of his 
Service,“ he has almoſt unremittedly wanted the Support which all his Predeceſſors Gi enjoyed from 
« their Conſtituents. From mine (ſays he) I have received nothing but Reproach, hard Epithets, and 
« Tndignities, inſtead of Rewards and Encouragement.” It muſt therefore have been from ſome 
other Source of Protection, than that which the Law had placed over him, that he looked for Coun- 
tenance and Reward, in violating an Act of Parliament, which forbid him from taking Gifts or Pre- 
ſents, on any Account whatſoever ; much leſs a Gift of this Magnitude, which, from the Diſtreſs of the 
Giver, muſt be ſuppoſed the Effect of the molt cruel Extortion. | 
The Directors did wrong, in their Orders to appropriate Money, which they muſt know could not have 
been acquired by the Conſent of the pretended Donor, to their own Uſe, They acted more properly, in 
refuſing to confirm this Grant to Mr. Haſtings, and in chuſing rather to refer him to the Law which he had 
violated, than to his own Senſe of what he thought he was entitled to take from the Natives; putting him 
in Mind that the Regulating Act had expreſsly declared, That no Governor General, or any of the 
« Council, ſhall, directly or indirectly, accept, receive, or take, of or from any Perſon or Perſons, or 
* on any Account whatſoever, any Preſent, Gift, Donation, Gratuity, or Reward, pecuniary or other- 
te wiſe; or any Promiſe or Engagement for any of the aforeſaid.”

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that a Banker at Benares would be more willing to honour the Drafts of ſo miſerable, undone, and 
dependant a Perſon, as the Nabob of Oude, than thoſe of the Governor General of Bengal; which 
might be paid either on the Receipt of the Benares Revenue, or at the Seat of his Power and of 
the Company's Exchequer. Belides, it is not explicable, upon any Grounds that can be avowed, 
why the Nabob, who could affard to give theſe Bills as a Preſent to Mr. Haſtings, could not have 
equally given them jn Diſcharge of the Debt which he owed to the Company. Ir is indeed very 
much to be feared, that the People of India find it ſometimes turn more to their Account, to give 
Preſents to the Engliſn in Authority, than to pay their Debts to the Public; and this is a Matter of

_ cular Caſe or not, Practices of this corrupt Nature are extremely difficult of Detection any where, but 
eſpecially in India: But all Reſtraint upon that grand fundamental Abuſe of Preſents is gone for ever, 
if the Servants of the Company can derive Safety from a Defiance of the Law, when they can ng 
longer hope to ſcreen themſelves by an Evaſion of it. All Hope of Reformation is at an End, if, con- 
fiding in the Force of a Faction among Directors or Proprietors, to bear them out, and poſſibly to 
vote them the Fruit of their Crimes as a Reward of their Diſcovery, they find that their bold Avowal 
of their Offences is not only to produce Indemnity, but to be rated for Merit. If once a Preſumpticn 
is admitted, that wherever ſomething is divulged nothing 1s hid, the diſcovering of one Offence may 
become the certain Means of concealing a Multitude of others.

It muſt certainly be impoſſible for the Natives to know what Preſents are for one Purpoſe, or what 
for the other. It is not for a Genti or a Mahometan Land-holder, at the Foot of the remoteſt Moun. 
tains in India, who has no Acceſs to our Records, and knows nothing of our Language, to diſtinguiſh 
what Lacks of Rupees, which he has given, eo Nomine, as a Preſent to a Company's Servant, are 
to be authorized by his Maſters in Leadenhall Street as proper and legal, or carried to their public 
Account at their Pleaſure z and what are laid up for his own Emolument. D 
The Legiſlature, in declaring all Preſents to be the Property of the Company, could not conſider 
Corruption, Extortion, and Fraud, as any Part of their Reſources, The Property in ſuch Preſents 
was declared to be theirs, not as a Fund for their Benefit, but in order to found a legal Title to a 
Civil Suit. It was declared theirs, to facilitate the Recovery, out of corrupt and oppreſſive Hands, of 
Money illegally taken; but this legal Fiction of Property could not nor ought, by the Legiſlature, to 
be conſidered in any other Light than as a Truſt held by them for thoſe who ſuffered" the Injury.

He here profeſſes not to be certain of the Motives by which he was himſelf actuated in ſo ex- 
traordinary a Concealment, and in the Uſe of ſuch extraordinary Means to effect it: And, as if 
the Acts in Queſtion were thoſe of an abſolute Stranger, and not his own, he gives various looſe 
Conjectures concerning the Motive to them. He even ſuppoſes, in taking Preſents contrary to 

Law, and in taking Bonds for them as his own, contrary to what he admits to be Truth and Fact, 
that he might have acted without any Uiſtin& Motive at all, or at leaſt ſuch as his Memory could

| The fecond Principle aſſumed by Mr. Haſtings for his Juſtification; namely, That factious 
Oppoſition, and a divided Government, might create Exigencies requiring ſuch Supplies, is full as 
dangerous as the firſt :' For if, in the Diviſions; which moſt ariſe in all Councils, One Member of 
Government, when he thinks others faCtiouſly diſpoſed, ſhall be entitled to take Money privately 
from the Subject for the Purpoſes of his Politics, and thereby to diſpenſe with an Act of Parlia- 
ment, Pretences for that End cannot be wanting. A Diſpute may always be raiſed in Council, in 
order to cover Oppreſſion and Peculation elſewhere. But theſe Principles of Mr. Haſtings tend en- 
tirely to deſtroy the Character and Functions of a Council, and to velt them in One of the diſſen- 
tient Members. The Law had placed the Senſe of the Whole in the Majority; and it is not a Thing 
to be ſuffered, that any of the Members ſhould privately raiſe Money, for the avowed Purpoſe of 
defeating that Senſe, or for promoting Deſigns that are contrary to it: A more alarming Aſſump- 
tion of Power in an individual Member of any deliberative or executive Body, cannot be ima- 
gined.

After this comprehenſive Account, by his Colleagues, of the Governor General's Conduct, theſe 
Gentlemen proceeded to the Particulars; and they produced the Caſe of a corrupt Bargain of Mr. 
Haſtings, concerning the Diſpoſition of Office. This Tranſaction is here ſtated by Your Committee 
in a very conciſe Manner, being on this Occaſion merely intended to point out to the Houſe the 
abſolute Neceſſity which, in their Opinion, exiſts, for another Sort of Enquiry into the Corruptions off 
Men in Power in India, than hitherto has been purſued.

Mr. Barwell was not of the Opinion of that Gentleman, nor of the Maker of the Motion, Generil

ders of the Directors in this Particular, perfectly correſpondent with thoſe which he had given againſt 
the original Enquiry, He ſays, Though it may in ſome little Degree ſave the Governor General 
« from perſonal Inſult—where there is no judicial Power lodged, that of Inquiſition can never anſwer 
any good Purpoſe.” This is Doctrine of a moſt extraordinary Nature and Tendency ; and, as Your 
Committee conceive, contrary to every ſound Principle to be abſerved in the Conſtitution of Judica. 
tures and Inquiſitions. The Power of Inquiſition ought rather to be wholly ſeparated from the judi- 
cial, the former being a previous Step to the latter, which requires other Rules and Methods ; and 
ought not (if poſſible) to be lodged in the fame Hands. The reſt of his Minute (contained in the 
Appendix) is filled with a Cenſure on the native Inhabitants; with Reflections on the ill Conſequences 
which would ariſe from an Attention to their Complaints; and with an Aſſertion of the Authority of 
the Supreme Court, as ſuperſeding the Neceſſity and Propriety of ſuch Enquiries in Council. With 
regard to his Principles relative to the Natives and their Complaints, if they are admitted, they are 
of a Tendency to cut off the very Principle of Redreſs. The Exiſtence of the Supreme Court, as a 
Means of Relief to the Natives under all Oppreſſions, is held out to qualify a Refuſal to hear in the 
Council. On the ſame Pretence, Mr, Haſtings holds up the Authority of the ſame Tribunal. Burt 
this, and other Proceedings, ſhew abundantly of what Efficacy that Court has been for the Relief of 
the unhappy People of Bengal. A Perſon in delegated Authority, refuſes a Satisfaction to his Supe- 
riors, throwing himſelf on a Court of Juſtice, and ſuppoſes that nothing but what judicially 
appears againſt him, is a fit Subject of Enquiry. But even in this Mr, Haſtings fails in his Appli- 
cation of his Principle; for the Majority of the Council were undoubtedly competent to order a 
Proſecution againſt him in the Supreme Court, which they had no Ground for without a previous 
Enquiry. But their Enquiry had other Objects. No private Accuſer might chooſe to appear. The 
Party who was the Subject of the Peculation might be (as here is ſtated) the Accomplice in it. No 
popular Action, or popular Suit, was provided by the Charter under whoſe Authority the Court was 
inſtituted, In any Event, a Suit might fail in the Court, for the Puniſhment bf an Actor in an Abuſe, 
for Want of the ſtricteſt legal Proof, which might yet furniſh Matter for the Correction of the Abuſe, 
and even Reaſons ſtrong enough, not only to juſtify, but to require the Directors inſtantly to ad- 
dreſs for the Removal of a Governor General.

: CO P Y of a Letter from the Governor General to the Court of Directors. 


To the Honourable the Court of Directors of the Honourable United Eaſt India Company. 


_ Honourable Sirs, * 4 * Fort William, 29th November, 1780. 
OU will be informed, by our Conſultations of the 26th of June, of a very unuſual Tender 
Y which was made by me to the Board on that Day, for the Purpoſe of indemnifying the Com- 
ny. for the extraordinary Expence which might be incurred by ſupplying the Detachment under 
the Command of Major Camac, in the Invaſion of the Maratta Dominions which lay beyond the 
Diſtrict of Gohed, and drawing the Attention of Mahdajee Sindia, to whom that Country immedi- 
ately appertained, from General Goddard; while his was employed in the Reduction of Baſſein, 
and in ſecuring the Conqueſts made by your Arms in Guzerat.— I was deſirous to remove the only 
Objection which has been or could be oſtenſibly made to the Meaſure, which I had very much ar 
Heart, as may be eaſily conceived from the Means which I took to effect it. For the Reaſons at 
large which induced me to propoſe that Diverſion, it will be ſufficient to refer to my Minute, re- 
commending it, and to the Letters received from General Goddard, near the ſame Period of Time. 
The Subject is now become obſolete, and all the fair Hopes which I had built upon the Proſecution of 
the Maratta War, of its Termination in a ſpeedy, honourable, and advantageous Peace, have been 
blaſted by the dreadful Calamities which have befallen your Arms, in the Dependencies of your 
Preſidency of Fort Saint George; and changed the Object of our Purſuit, from the Aggrandizement 
of your Power to its Preſervation, My preſent Reaſons for reverting to my own Conduct on the 
Occaſion which I have mentioned, is to obviate the falſe Concluſions, or purpoſed Miſrepreſenta- 
tions, which may be made of it, either as an Artifice of Oſtentation, or as the Effect of corrupt In- 
fluence, by aſſuring you, that the Money, by whatever Means it came into your Poſſeſſion, was not 
my own; that I had myſelf no Right to it, nor would or could have received it, but for the Oc- 
caſion which prompted me to avail myſelf of the accidental Means which were at that Inſtant af- 
forded me, of. accepting and converting it to the Property and Uſe of the Company: And with this 
brief. Apology I ſhall diſmiſs the Subject. | OL 

Something of Affinity to this Anecdote may appear in the firſt Aſpect of another Tranſaction, 
which I ſhall proceed to relate, and of which it is more immediately my Duty to inform you: Lou 
will have been adviſed, by repeated Addreſſes of this Government, of the Arrival of an Ariny at 
Cuttac, under the Command of Chimnajee Booſla, the Second Son of Moodajee Booſla, the Rajah 
of Rrat. 

The Origin and Deſtination of this Force have been largely explained and detailed in the Cor- 
reſpondence of the Government of Berar, and in various Parts of our Conſultations. The minute 
Relation of theſe would exceed the Bounds of a Letter; I ſhall therefore confine myſelf to the 
principal Fact: About the Middle of the laſt Year, a Plan of Confederacy was formed by the Nabob 
Nizam Ally Cawn, by which it was propoſed, that while the Army of the Marattas, under the 
Command of Mahdajee Sindia and Tuckoojee Hoolkar, was employed to check the Operations 
of General Goddard in the Weſt of India, Hyder Ally Cawn ſhould invade the Carnatic ; Moo- 
dajee Booſla, the Provinces of Bengal; and he himſelf the Sircars of Rajamundry and Chi- 
cacole. | | 

The Government of Berar was required to accept the Part aſſigned it in this Combination; and 
to march a large Body of Troops immediately into Bengal. To enforce the Requeſt on the Part of 
the ruling Member of the Maratta State, Menaces of inſtant Hoſtility, by the combined Forces, 
were added, by Mahdajee Sindia, Tuckoojee Hoolkar, and Nizam Ally Cawn, in Letters written by 
them to Moodajee Booſla, on the Occaſion. He was not in a State to ſuſtain the Brunt of ſo formi- 
dable a League; and oftenſibly yielded. Such at leaſt was the Turn which he gave to his Ac- 
quieſcence in his Letters to me; and his ſubſequent Conduct has juſtified his Profeſſions. I was 
early and progreſſively acquainted by him with the Requiſition, and with the Meaſures which were 
intended to be taken, and which were taken by him upon it. The Army proteſſedly deſtined for 

Bengal marched on the Duſſerra of the laſt Year, correſponding with the 7th of October. Inſtead 
of taking the direct Courſe to Behar, which has been preſcribed, it proceeded, by varied Deviations 


and ſtudied Delays, to Cuttac, where_it_arrived Jate-in-May laſt, having performed a practicable 
_ Journey of Three Months in Seven; and concluded it at the I i ———— 
which of courſe would preclude its Operations, and afford the Government of Berar a further Inter- 


val of Five Months to provide for the Part which it would then be compelled to chuſe. In the 
mean Time Letters were continually written, by the Rajah and his Miniſter, to this Government, 
explanatory of their Situation and Motives ; propoſing their Mediation and Guarantee for a Peace 
and Alliance with the Peſhwa ; and profeſſing, without Solicitation on our Part, the moſt friendly 
Diſpoſition towards us, and the moſt determined Reſolution to maintain it, 
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Conformably to theſe Aſſurances, and the Acceptance of a Propoſal made by Moodajee Boo 
to depute his Miniſter to Bengal, for the Purpoſe of negociating and concluding the propoſed Tres 4 
of Peace, Application had been made to the Peſhwa, for Credentials to the ſame Effe&.—, the 
mean Time the fatal News arrived of the Defeat of your Army at Conjeveram. It now became 
neceſſary that every other Object ſhould give Place, or be made ſubſervient, to the Preſervation of 
the Carnatic z nor would the Meaſures requiſite for- that End admit an Inſtant of Delay. Peace 
with the Marattas was the firſt Object; to conciliate their Alliance, and that of every other Power 
in natural Enmity with Hyder Ally, the next. —Inſtant Meaſures were taken (as our general Advices 
will inform you) to ſecure both theſe Points, and to employ the Government of Berar as the Channel 
and Inſtrument of accompliſhing them. Its Army till lay on our Borders, and in Diſtreſs for a lon 
Arrear of Pay; not leſs occaſioned by the Want of pecuniary Funds, than a Stoppage of Commun; 
cation, An Application had been made to us for a Supply of Money ; and the Sum ſpecified for 
the complete Relief of the Army was Sixteen Lacks. We had neither Money to ſpare, nor, in 
the apparent State of that Government in its Relation to ours, would it have been either prudent, or 
3 with our public Credit, to have afforded it. It was, nevertheleſs, my decided Opinion, 
that ſome Aid ſhould be given; not leſs as a neceſſary Relief, than as an Indication of Confidence, 
and a Return for the many Inſtances of ſubſtantial Kindneſs which we had, within the Courſe of the 
laſt Two Years, experienced from the Government of Berar. I had an Aſſurance that ſuch a Pro. 
poſal would receive the Acquieſcence of the Board; but I knew that it would not paſs without Op- 
poſition, and it would have become public, which might have defeated its Purpoſe, Convinced of 
the Neceſſity of the Expedient, and aſſured of the Sincerity of the Government of Berar, from 
Evidences of ſtronger Proof to me than I could make them appear to the other Members of the 
Board, I reſolved to adopt it, and take the entire Reſponſibility of it upon myſelf. In this Mode, 
a leſs conſiderable Sum would ſuffice : I accordingly cauſed Three Lacks of Rupees to be de. 
livered to the Miniſter of the Rajah of Berar reſident in Calcutta: He has tranſmitted it to Cut. 
tac.— Two Thirds of this Sum I have raiſed by my own Credit, and ſhall charge it in my official 
Accounts: The other Third I have ſupplied from the Caſh in my Hands, belonging to the 
Honourable Company. I have given due Notice to Moodajee Booſla of this Tranſaction, and ex. 
plained it to have been a private Act of my own, unknown to the other Members of the Council, 
4 * given him Expectations of the Remainder of the Amount 2 for the Arrears of his 
Army, proportioned to the Extent to which he may put it in my Power to propoſe it as a public 
Gratuity, by his effectual Orders for the Recall of theſe Troops, or for their Junction with ours,

Mr. Grant begs Leave to preſent the following Tranſlation of: a WEEN wits from Nuned Roy, 
regarding thoſe Accounts, to. the Board. 


I Nuned Roy, Servant of Mr. James Grant, do declare and write, in order to prove the Company's 


Loſs, of which I have a thorough Knowledge, from the Accounts of the Nabob's Sariſtah and the 


Begum's, by Reaſon of my having been Naib Daroga of the Treaſury, and from the Papers and Ac. 
counts of which I was poſſeſſed, and delivered myſelf in Council, as well as from the following Cir. 
cumſtances which 1 now relate. 

After the Imprifonment of Mahomed Reza Cawn, the Governor General repaired from Calcutta 
to Coſſimbuzar, where he lived about Two Months, when the Begum's Appointment became the 
Subject of Treaty, through Akbar Ally Cawn; and Rajah Gourdaſs's Dewannyſhip was taken 
into Conſideration. On the 17th of Jemaduluſul, in the 8 Year of Shaw Allum, they were both 
appointed ; after they were exalted, the Arrears due to the Servants of the Houſchold, &c. through 
Rajah Gourdafs, was brought on; when the Accounts were ordered to.be prepared and laid before 
the Governor: Subinſe- Roy, the Dewanny Sheriſhtedar, prepared the Accounts of the Arrears 


due to the Servants, and laid them before the Governor at Coſſimbuzar; and I underſtood, from 


Subinſe Roy's Mouth, that the Governor deſired Mr. Middleton to get the Papers tranſlated, 
who entruſted them, for that Purpoſe, with Mr. Anderſon, Davee Purſand, a. Mhorun of the 
Dewanny Seriſhtah, carried the ſaid Papers to Mr, Anderſon at Mooteyjill, where they were tran · 


ſlated. After chey were tranſlated, the Governor obſerved, That Mahomed Reza Cawn had re. 


ceived all that was due to him, and that no Balance remained. On this Report, all the Servants 
of the Nabob began to riot and rebel, and ſeated themſelves at his Houſe; and ſaid, When 
you will pay us our Arrears up we will quit your Houſe, Theſe Circumſtances were related by 
Akbar Ally Cawn, and the Nabob, to the Governor; who, on hearing this Account, ordered 
Two Companies of Sepoys to be ſtationed at the Nabob's Houſe, in order to guard it, and order.

The Two Aumeens and Rajah Gourdaſs 
are directed to examine the Accounts of the Arrears due, and produce a Liſt of the diſmiſſed Servants, 
who were all to receive what was due to them. In the Morning, Kiſhen Kunt and Sateram waited on 
the Begum, and ſent for Akbar Ally Cawn and Rajah Gourdaſs; and, being together, ſealed up all 
the Accounts of the Nabob's Sircar, on which there were three Seals, Rajah Gourdaſs's, Kiſhen Kunt's, 


and Sateram's. After they were ſealed; the Two Dewans appointed Nyanſook and Bowanny Perſand 


Metre, Aumeens, the former on the Part of the Governor, and the latter on the Part of Mr. Middleton. 
Both of them eſtabliſhed Cutcherries of their own in the Bailah Cutcherry, and the Servants Diſ- 
charges, agreeable to the Governor's, Orders, were prepared. Rajah Gourdaſs (directed by the Go- 
vernor) obtained the Nabob's s. Signature. to them, and not One of the, old -Servants were retained, 
The Date of their Diſmiſſion was the End of Jumaduluſal, and the 14th Year of this Reign. 

On the Third Day both the Aumeens, and Subinſe Roy, preſented the Liſt of the diſmiſſed, and 
opened the Accounts which were ſealed up; the Aumeens demanded the Accounts of every Seriſtedar 
ſtrictly and peremptorily, and the abſtract Account laid before the Governor for the Balance due for 
Arrears, amounting to Sicca Rupees 20,25,052. 6. 9. and taken from the Dewanny Seriſtedars.

I therefore regarded him 
z my Maſter; and underſtanding he was the Company's Accountant, I ſhewed him ſome Papers 
which I was poſſeſſed of: Mr. Grant defired an Explanation of them; after which he took them into 
his own Poſſeſſion, and obſerved, That the Company appeared to be great Loſers thereby; and that he 
would never return them, but carry them himſelf to Calcutta, and preſent them to the Governor Ge- 
neral and Council, who would not confirm the Company's Loſs.

Mr. Martin, agreeable to the Begum and Akbar Ally Cawn's Repreſentations, wrote 
a Chit to Mr. Grant, who (according to the Spirit thereof) taxed me with being a Mohuſabudar of 
the Nabob's Sircars.—l replied, It was never known in Bengal or Indoſtan, even as a Cuſtom, that 
the Derogah himſelf was Mohuſabudar, and referred to his own Enquiry, Whether the Naib by any 
Means could be made reſponſible. However, Mr. Grant ordered me to attend as ſuch, anſwer for 
myſelf, and return again, I therefore, agreeable to his Directions, attended, Bancheram and Rawung- 
huling were preſent : I was called to him, when he ſpoke in my Ear, ſaying that I was Naib Darogan 
of the Treaſury ; and deſired that I would give him an Account of Sums Rajah Gourdaſs had received 
from the Sepoy Officers, and that I would procure the Papers I had given Mr. Grant, and give them

On the 13th of Rubbee ul Awal (or 14th of May) Mr. Goring arrived at the Houſe of Mirza 
Zinc. ul Abdin, in the City of Moorſhedabad ; on the th Mr. James Grant carried Noondy Roy, 
and introduced him to Mr. Goring, who received him in the mott gracious Manner; and told bim 
to remain near him, and conduct the Company's Buſineſs, Mr. Goring informed Mr. Grant, that, 
on Account of the Fatigue which he had ſuffered from his Journey, he would not go to the Kellah 
that Day; but that he would go and viſit the Nabob on the Morrow, and act agreeably to his In- 
ſtructions from the Board. On the 16th Mr. Goring accordingly went with his Inſtructions to the 
Kellah, and waited on the Nabob and opening his Inſtructions in the Preſence of all the Officers of 
the Nizamut, he made every one acquainted with their Purport. About Three Quarters of an Hour 
after his Arrival in the Kellah, he went with the Nabob and the Rajah to the Munny Begum, and, 
informing her of the Purport of his Inſtructions, diveſted her of the Adminiſtration of Affairs. Mr. 
Goring then came ſingly into the Audience Chamber: After a few Minutes the Nabob and Rajah 
joined him, when he ſent for Noonda Roy; and, giving his own Seal into the Hands of Meer Jowad 
Ally, the Nabob alſo giving his to Lalla Mooſie Lal, they directed him to rake Poſſeſſion of all the 
Papers and Records, and to affix their Seals to them; afterwards taking Ten Hircarrahs from 
Ugno Sing, they appointed them to attend on Noonda Roy, and gave him the ſtricteſt Direc- 
tions to place Mohuſſuls on all the Officers and Recorders, arid to take from every one of them a re- 
vlar Machulka, to this Purport, That all the Papers, from the Beginning of Suffer of the 6th Sun, to 
the 16th of Rubbee ul Awal of the 16th Sun, are under the Seals; and that if other Papers ſhall come 
to Light, they are liable to Puniſhment for it.—In conſequence of this Order, Mohuſſuls were placed 
upon ; and a Machulka, to the above Effect, was taken from every one of the Keepers of the Re- 
cords.

Poſſeſſion of the Papers, and put them under their Seal; and not to withdraw the Sepoys till he had 
received the Papers, In little more than an Hour afterwards the Treaſurer delivered up the Papers;

Noonda Roy continually cried out on the Council and Company for Juſtice ; and faid, All the former 
and preſent Officers, againſt whom the Embezzlements are to be proved, are protected by the Influence 
of Rajah Perboram, which is the Cauſe of great Diſadvantage to the Company's Affairs: I am 
therefore no longer aniwerable for the Sums embczzled ; the Charge devolves on Rajah Per- 
boram.

Seriſhtadars, to open the Parcels of Papers which had been taken Charge of. The Parcels con- 
taining the Records of the Dewanny, the Papers of the Sirah Bukſhy, and of the Servants of the 
Nizamut, were accordingly opened. The former and preſent Seriſhtadars and Managers of Affairs 
of the Nizamut, &c. who have fraudulently embezzled large Sums, and made falſe Entries in the 
Accounts, to enable them to hurt the Affairs of the Government, by ſecreting the Papers, pro— 
cured an Order from Rajah Perboram, That no Perſon ſhould be preſent at the Cutcherry whilſt 
the Examination was Carrying on, except his own Mohurrurs, and the former and preſent: Seriſh- 
taders. About Seven in the Evening Mr. Goring came into the Kellah, and ſent for Rajah Per— 
boram and Rajah Ram Sewuk ; and the Papers remained open from Noon till Eight at Night.— 
Whoever is acquainted with theſe Circumſtances, let them witneſs to the Truth of them by ſigning

I, Meer Jawud Ally, an Aſſociate of Mr. Goring, and a fincere Well-wiſher to the Company's 


Government, depoſe as follows :—Mr. Goring, in purſuance of the Council's Inſtructions, arrived 
at Moorſhedabad on the 15th of Rubbee ul Awul, 16th May, and read his Inſtructions in the 


Preſence of the Nabob in the Durbar; after which Mr. Goring, the Nabob, and Rajah Goordaſls, 


went o the Munny Begum, and read the Inſtructions to her, and then returned to the Audience 
Chamber; Mr. Goring propoſed to the Nabob, that he ſhould entruſt his Seal to ſome one of his 
Officers, and that he himſelf would give his Seal into the Hands of one of his Aſſociates: The 
N:bob accordingly delivered his Seal to Rajah Goordaſs, and Mr. Goring delivered his to me. 


Rajah Goordaſs atterwards gave the Nabob's Seal to Moteram, his own Seriſhtadar; Moteram 


and 1 then took Charge of the Papers and affixed the Seals to them, for the greater Security. 
Mr. Goring then directed Noonda Roy to go to the Cutcherry, and take Muchulkas from the Se- 
riſhradars, to the following Purport: — That if any Frauds or Embezzlements ſhould appear againſt 
them, they were guilty both to the Company and Nabob, and liable to Puniſhment.—Noonda Roy, 
myſelf, and Mooturam, were employed til] Midnight of the 15th, and Two Days afterwards, in 
this Buſineſs. Three or Four Days afterwards Rajah Perboram arrived at the City, and Mr. 
Goring deſired him to appoint a Mohurrur to attend the Cuicherry on his Part, who might, jointly 
with Noonda Roy, be employed in the Adjuſtment of the Papers. This was by no Means agree- 
able to Noonda Roy, nor could he bear to ſubmit to the Aſſociation of the Rajah's Muttſuddy with 
him; but began to act with great Perverſeneſs and Malignity, and entered-into-continual-unreaſonable 
Diſputes with the Muttſuddies of the Ni | alſely of purloining the Papers; 
placed Hircarrahs, Peons, and Sepoys, as Mohuſſels, on whomloever 
of the Seriſhtaders he pleaſed. The Muttſuddies went and complained of this to Mr. Goring, 
telling him, That they were reſpectable Characters, and that no one of the former Muttſuddies had 
ever ſpoken harſhly to them, or brought ſuch falſe Accuſations againſt them: That it was con- 
trary to Cuſtom, to leave the Papers under the Direction of the Perſon who had given the In- 
formation, but that it was uſual to appoint an Aumeen between the Accuſer and the Ac- 
cuſed; to hear both Sides, and to determine agreeable to the eſtabliſhed Cuſtoms of the 
Country: That Noonda Roy was evidently their Enemy and that their Characters would 


be ruined, if they were left at his Mercy. Mr, Goring hearing thele Complaints, ex- 


Plained to Noonda Roy, that this Severity, without having proved the Crimes on the Mut-

The Letter I received from the Begum came incloſed in a Letter addreſſed 
to the Governor General and Council, from Mr, Goring ; it was ſent to me by the Secretary of the 
Board, 4 brought it with me to the Council the next Morning; purſuing in this Step the ſame Rule 
which I have followed when I have received Letters from the King Shaw Allum, and the Nabob of 
Arcot. I have never anſwered any of thoſe Letters, excepting that of the Nabob of Arcot, by Per- 
miſſion of the Governor General, returning to him the Preſent which he ſent me.

The Seriſhtadars and Mohurrurs of the Nizamut have preſented me with a Complaint, a Copy 
of which I encloſe you; from the Peruſal of it you will perceive the diſgraceful Manner in which 
Noonda Roy treats the Pxople at the Durbar, and the improper Expreſſions he makes uſe of towards 
them. I imagined that Noonda Roy would have aſſiſted me with the Whole of his Experience in the 
Affairs of this Place; I now perceive, from the whole Tenor of his Conduct, that he invents Stories 
of his own; he alſo, of his own Authority, has placed Mohuſſuls on a great Number of People; ſends 
for them and makes improper Demands of them. I have made Enquiries from Mr. Maxwell and the 
other Three Gentlemen concerning this Affair, and learn from their Anſwers that they have given no Or- 
ders to Noonda Roy relative to this Buſineſs, It is therefore neceſſary that you prohibit him coming 
to the Cutcherry, and appoint a truſty Mutſuddy to attend there, where there be Mohurrurs on my 
Part to adjuſt the Papers from the Sheriſtadars of the Nizamut, who may take Care and ſee that none 
of the Papers are ſecreted or altered. 8 "= .

We whoſe Names are hereunto ſubſcribed are ancient Sheriſhtadars under the Government, and 
no one has ever made uſe of harſh Expreſſions to us. Noonda Roy lately gave Orders for the 
Adjuſtment of the Papers; in Compliance with which we were employed from Morning till Night, on 
the 22d and 23d df Rubbee ul Awul, in taking an Account of them; and we afterwards delivered them 
into the Charge of Novrida Roy, and the Mohurrurs on the Part of Perboram. To- day, being the 
24th, Noonda Roy came to the Cutcherry, and falſely accuſed us of ſtealing the Papers, and ſecreting 
them.— As we have never been guilty of any ſuch Frauds, and Noonda Roy has maliciouſly accuſed 
us falſely, we cannot carry on the Buſineſs under ſuch a Perſon. We hope that, having ſtrictly 
examined into this Matter, you will bring this Defamer to Puniſhment. We beg Leave further to 
repreſent, That where the Perſon who has maliciouſly accuſed us to the Government 1s intruſted with 
the Management of the Enquiry, there is no Doubt but he will exert himſelf to the utmoſt, by any 1 
Means, to make good his Accuſation; nor will it be poſſible to obtain Juſtice from him: This is like Lok OW 
ſetting a Wolf to guard the Sheep. We have the greateſt Hopes, from your Favour, that a Mut- = 
ſuddy may be appointed, as Aumeen on the Part of the Government; to make the ſtricteſt Examina- 
uon into this Accuſation, which he has preferred againſt us. .

Mr. Goring ſent for Rajah Ram Sewuk, and queſtioned him; after which he ſaid to Rajah "IT 


doſs Roy, What Fault have I been guilty of towards you, to induce you to draw up ſuch a Kind of 
Sourrut hal againſt me? The Rajah replied, What Occaſion was there that 1 ſhould prepare a 800 
rut hal ? — Mr. Goring immediately ſent for. Mur Daolah and Sidu Maſſaoud, the Wi 5 
to them, Declare truly whether you did, or did not, affix your Seals to the Sourut hal? Mur Daol 

replied firſt :--On the Application of o Seay: 14 put my Seal to it. Sidu Maſſaoud ſaid Be. 
ing given to 1 l by Kiſhwor Cawn, that it was the Order of the Nabob and Rajah, I 416 
affixed my Seal as a Witneſs.—Mr. Goring ſaid, If I approve Kiſhwor Cawn a Servant of Yours 

will you then allow "= Truth of what I haye ſaid, or not? The Rajah replied, My Servant wil 
anſwer for himſelf; If he had ated in conſequence of my Orders, I ſhould undoubtedly have been 
acquainted with the Affair. Mr. Goring at laſt ſent to Kiſhwor Cawn, who was abſent on ſome Bu. 
neſs of his Maſter's, and therefore did not come immediately. The Rajah took his Leave between 
Ten and Eleven, and went to the Hanclu of Haſien Cooly Cawn; and Mr. Goring went to an En. 
tertainment at the Houſe of the Munny Begum. About Three in the Morning he arrived at the 
Kellab z and afterwards ſent a Chubdar to call the Rajah, who ſaid to the Chubdar, Carry my Con. 
pliments to Mr, Goring, and ſay, that the Night is far ſpent, and that it is a very unſeaſonable Hoy: 
to go out; but that I will wait on him in the Morning. Mr, Goring then ſent a Chubdar, in the 
Nabob's Name, to call the Rajah, who made the ſame Anſwer to him as the former. Afﬀterwargz 2 
Chubdar from Mr. Goring came to the Rajah, with many Compliments, deſiring that he and Rajah 
Burbooram would go on the Morrow to the Chahil Sultoon Apartments of Forty Pillars] and exs. 
mine into the Circumſtances relative to the Witneſſes of the Sourothal z and that, on his Retur: 
from FI he would hear the Particulars, On the 25th of Rubbee ul Awul (28th of May) Mr, 
Goring and the Nabob went to take the Diverſion of Hunting, in the Park near Kerut Kona. Be. 
tween Seven and. Eight in the Morning, Rajah Gourdaſs went to the Kellah, and remained there till 
Noon, employed in the Cutcherry Buſineſs ; after which, he went to the Hanclu of Huſſein Cooly 
Cawn. Rajah Burbooram went to worſhip at Chumda Jaun; which Ceremony being over, he came 
about Noon to his own Houſe. At Three o Clock in the Afternoon, Row Ungnoo Sing, Debu Per. 
ſaud, and Lamboonaut, went to Rajah Burbooram's Houſe, and entered into a Conſultation with the 
Rajah. Between Five and Six in the —— the Nabob arrived at the Kella, and Mr. Goring at 
Jerrah-Baug. About Sun-ſet, Rajah Gourdaſs Roy went to the Kella, to pay his Compliments to 
the Nabob; and Rajah Burbooram, accompanied by the Three Perſons above-mentioned, went to 
Mr. Goring, in whoſe Preſence Rajah Burbooram cauſed them to relate that the Sourathäl was pre- 
pared through the Endeavours of Rajah Gourdaſs, and ſealed through thoſe of Kiſhwor Cawn, his 
Aruz Beg.—On hearing this, Mr, Goring ſaid, You will be called on to prove this To-morron, 
They all Three replied, It will be proved To-morrow, from the Reparts of the Witneſſes to it, In 
Truth, the Rajah cauſed the Sauruthall to be drawn up from Nine in the Morning till after Eight a 
Night. The Papers of the Seriſhta Dewanny, of the Sepoy Bukſhy Gurrie, of the Shaguara Peiſh,

The Rajah anſwered, *< 1 cannot ſend for 
him; you are the Maſter, to order or forbid, do you ſend for him, and queſtion him on whatever 
Points you pleaſe.” The Durbar then broke up about 3 ov'Clutk, the Rajah went home, and 
Mr. Goring went to an Entertainment at the Havelly of Hadjee Mahomed Beg: At 6 o'Clock; 
the Rajah came to the Kellah, and went into the Preſence of the Nabob, and employed himſelf in 
the Affairs under his Charge; all the Papers of the Dewanny Sepoy, Bukſhugurrie Shagurd Peiſha, 
and Topkhana remained open, under the Charge of the Mohorurs of Rajah Burbooram z from g in 
the Morning till 8 at Night, they were employed in indorſing and numbering them. 5 
On Tueſday the 29th Rubbee ul Awul, equal to the goth of May, about 6 O Clock in the Morn- 
ing, Mr. Goring went to viſit the Seiks; and about 9 Rajah Burbooram came to the Kellah, and 
had a Conference with Munny Begum; at 10 o Clock Mr. Goring came to the Kellah, and viſited 
Munny Begum, with whom he had a private Conference till Half paſt Twelve. Afterwards, in 
conſequence. of ſome Inſinuations of Yatebar Ally Cawn, Debey Perſaud, Sheriſhtidar of the Niza- 
mut, add Shin Naut Sheriſhdar of the Bhela Department, being ſent for with their Papers, they went 
to Jaggeraut Acharge, Rajah Burbooram's Naib, who had been appointed to the Nizamut Cutcherry, 
for the Examination of. the Accounts, and reported to him their being ſent for -with their Papers, 
by Munny Begum and Rajah Burbooram. Acharge accordingly gave Orders to his People to deliver 
them the Papers wanted; but Rajah Gourdaſs, upon receiving a Meſſage from thele Sheriſhtadars, 
with the ſame Information, obſerved that it was expreſſed in the Inſtructions from the Gentlemen of 
the Council, that until the Accounts had been examined, and Abſtracts of them prepared, the 
Sberiſhtadars ſhould have no Intercourſe with the Begum ; and that, conſequently, if he was to give 
them Orders to wait upon her, he would be guilty of a Breach of Orders, which would do him no 
Good.

"him, „I will reſign my Employ, I am a poor Mohurrur, and wiſh to avoid a bad Name: When the 
Gentlemen of the Council ſhall be informed of a Breach of their Orders, I ſhall be made reſponſible.” 
From that Day, the Motrurrur never attended the Cutcherry, for fear of bringing Diſgrace upon him- 
ſelf, Near 1 O'Clock in the Afternoon, Mr. Goring, Rajah Burbooram, with the Two Sheriſhtadars 
aforementioned, came out of the Begum's Apartments, and went to the Nabob, before whom all

On the yt of Rubbee Aſſanee, or June, between the Hours of Eight and Nine in the Morn- 
ing, Rajah Goordaſs went to viſit Mr. Anderſon, and about Ten came to the Kellah, and applied 
himſelf diligently to the Buſineſs of the Cutcherry. Rajah Perboram coming to the Munny 

Begum's Door, entered into a private Conſultation with Yatebar Ally Cawn, which laſted near Three

9. on Account 
of the Servants of the Nizamur, was to be under my Management. Notwithſtanding this Settlement,

pany's Book, are wholly ſilent regarding this Tranſaction; they neither mention the Amount agreed 
to be paid on the one Hand, nor the Amount of the Payments on the other.

Extract of a Letter from the Nabob Mahomed Reza Cawn, 
* Formerly the Nazim had the Management of the Collections, and the Diſpoſal of the Revenues. 
A Stipend being ſettled upon the Nazim from the Beginning of the Bengal Year 1172, and the 
Buſineſs of the Collections of the Country falling into the Hands of the Company, Lord Clive, 
in Conſequence of the preſſing Demands of Perſons to whom Arrears were due, ordered the Debts 
incurred previous to the Treaty with the Committee, to be paid by the Company ; this Matter 
was well known to all the Gentlemen who at that Time compoſed. the Council, and, doubtleſs, you 
Gentlemen, muſt have obſerved amongſt the Nizamut Papers, the Receipts and other Voychers of the 
Sumis paid on Account of Arrears of Pay due, until the End of Mohirum, Sun 6, and other Expences.” 


From a Reference to the Vouchers of the Diſburſements mentioned in the above Extract, we 
find, that, beſides the Arrears contracted by the Nabob Nudjim ut Dowlah, a conſiderable Sum was 
expended in liquidating the Debts of his Predeceſſor Jaffier Ally Cawn. By what Means it has 
happened that theſe Payments, excluſive of the Stipend, are not introduced, either in the Account 
Current prepared by the Nabob's Muttaſuddies, or in that which has been drawn out from the 
Company's Books, we are ſtill unable ſatisfactorily to explain; but it ſeems beyond a Doubt, that 
a large Sum of Money has been diſburſed on this Account: The Treaſury Accounts ſpecify the 
Sum of Sicca Rupees 24,81,158. 15. 10. (as per Appendix, Ne 7); and our. Officers aſſure us, that 
the Vouchers correſpond with this Sum ; though we muſt own, that we have not compared them 
ourſelves z we attempted it at firſt, but finding that it would employ more of our Time than we 
could with Propriety ſpare from other Objects, we were obliged to deſiſt. 
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The Nizamut Officers have given us the following Account of the Funds from whence this 
Diſburſement has been made; but as the Sums thus applied are not diſtinguiſhed in the Treaſury 
Books, we ſubmit this Account to the Inſpection of our Superiors, not as an authentic Statement 
formed from the Records, but as a Liſt drawn out merely for their Information.

The moſt important Article in the Account, N' 2, is the Balance of ready Money brought over, 
being Rupees 4, 89,721. 10. 114. On referring to the Treaſury Accounts, we found, that the 
Balance, until the Period alluded to, being the End of Jemmadeiulawell, Sun 14th, when the 
Begum's Adminiſtration commenced, was only Rupees 16, 343. 1, 10. a Difference ſo ſtriking, that 
we have uſed our utmoſt Endeavours to aſcertain the real Cauſes from which it has proceeded ; and 
we believe we may venture to give the following Explanation: — Nuned Roy calculates the 
Receipts of the Nizamut, until the Period of the Begum's Appointment, at 1,10,83,135. 10. 114. 5 
but in doing this, he follows the Accounts of the Khalſah, and not thoſe of the Nizamut, be- 
twixt which, at that Time, a Difference exiſted of Rupees 4,76,165. 8. 11+. the latter only en- 
tering the Receipts on Account the Stipend, at Rupees 1, og, 86, 970.

We find, that the above-mentioned Sum of 2, 27, 601, had at firſt been charged the Nabob by 
the Company, as Aſſignments from the Khalſah on different Zemindars and Renters; but afterwards 
it appearing, that they had not been paid to the Nabob's Treaſurers, the Amount, as we have ob- 
ſerved, was again written off, by Orders of the Governor and Council, to the Nabob's Credit; and 
accordingly we find, that Credit is given him in the Account Current, ſent by Mr. Martin on this 
Account, for 2,31,044. 3. 8:,; and in the Accounts ſent us by Mr. Larkins, we do not find 
that it is either included in the Payments, or written off again to the Nabob's Credit. Thiis Sum,

1. being the Amount of Sums under fictitious 
Names, Claims of Wages for Servants by ante-dated Entrance z Noned Roy has attempted to eſta- 
bliſh it, by producing the written Appointments of ſeveral of the Nabob's Servants, upon which the 
Period of Admiſſion, written in the Hand of the Nabob, or his Deputy, M. R* C*, is prior to the 
Date marked by the Mutaſudies as the Time of entering the Servants Name in the Duffters or 
Offices of the Houſhold; and the Wages of the Servants commenced from the Date ſigned by the 
Nabob, and not from the Date when his Name was entered in the Duffter, though (as Noned Roy 
inſinuates) the latter was the real Date of his Service, and the former only a fictitious one. It was na- 
tural to conclude, that Noned Roy conſidered this Loſs as occaſioned by the Malverſations of the 
Nabob's principal Manager; and that, either from Partiality to particular Servants, or Motives of Self- 
intereſt, they had prevailed on his Excellency to ante-date the Appointment, and that he had therefore 
introduced the Amount of this Loſs as a Charge againſt the Begum : But, upon examining his Account, 


we found, that the Whole of the Articles were comprehended under the Years 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11, 


the laſt of which was Three Years previous to the Commencement of the Begum's Adminiſtration ; 
and the Reaſon which he then aſſigned to us for introducing this Sum in his Account againſt the 
Begum, was, that the Begum claimed from the Company the apparent Arrears of the Servants, for 
which the Nabob had not ſufficient Funds; that if ſhe had made a ſtrict Enquiry into the old Ac- 
counts, ſhe would have found, that in the Manner we have already recited, ſome of the Servants 
had been paid more than their Due, by Means of ante-dated Appointment z and that if theſe im- 
proper Payments had been reſumed, and applied towards the Liquidation of Arrears, the Amount 
for which the Nabob had not ſufficient Funds, would have been ſo much diminiſhed, and conſe- 
quently, that this Proportion of her Claim on the Company was improper. —Conſidering Noned 
Roy's Charge in this Light, as we are not apprized of any Intention entertained at preſent, of diſ- 
charging the Nabob's Arrears from the Company's Funds, we do not imagine our Superiors will 
think it neceſſary for us to enquire into each Article of Noned Roy's Account of 1,52,224. 1. by 
aſcertaining the Date of each Servant's Appointment ; the Time when he was entered in the Duffter ;

that it ſometimes happens that, either from the Favour of his Excellency, or from the partial or 
intereſted Recommendations of ſome of his principal Managers, he is induced to affix to the Ap- 
pointment of a Servant a Date previous to that on which his Services actually commenced, it 
would be in vain to attempt to prove ſuch Tranſactions at the Diſtance of Ten Years; and if 
proved, it would be equally in vain to endeavour to recover the Money ſo miſapplied or embez- 
zled, ſince the Pay has been iſſued, and the Receipts for it regularly depoſited in the Treaſury.

On a moe minute Enquify; however, into the Stats 
of his Accounts with*the Company, we diſcovered, wich equal Surprire und Concern, that 3 
material Error had taken place in adjuſting cheſe Accounts; In conſequence of which, inſtead 
of having a" Balance due to him at the End of February laſt, he was actually over-paid. In 
conforinity to the expreſs Orders of the Court of Directors, dated the eth of April 1771 
the Reduction of his Stipend frem 31181, 860 Rupees, to Sixteen Lacks, was to take place on 
7 the 21ſt of January 1772, and the Remainder. ordered to be appropriated | to the Payment 
| | of Debts, and other Services; yet it appears, thut che whole Stipend, according to the higher 
Eſtabliſhment; was iſſued to him up te the End of the Year 1772. This Error, which the 
Governor General admits, to be a very material one, and fays muſt be rectified, in fact Tre. 
ates an Over-payment; or Balance againſt the Nabob, of 5, 30,243 Sioca Rupees; and being 
long ſince ſquandered away or embezzled, cannot, in our Opinion, ever be recovered. It wil}. 
as we preſume, appear remarkable to the Court of Directors, when they obſerve that, altho 
the Nabob is credited for his whole Stipend, for the Year 1772, yet the Sinking Fund i; 
eredited in the Firſt Article with the Sum of S. R' 24,12, 336, which includes the Saving ſuppoſed to 
ariſe in that Year by the Reduction of the Nabob's Stipend. In what Manner ſuch large Sums have 
been applied, while the Debts of the Nabob have been ſuffered to accumulate, and he himſelf kept in 
a diſgraceful State of Indigence, can only, for the preſent, be Matter of Conjecture. The Examination 
Which we have ordered to be made into the Accounts of the Nizamut will, ve „ throw ſome ſa. 
tis factory Light upon the gubject. In the mean Time we can, on the Authority of ſome Accounts ſent 
to Mr. Haſtings by the Hegum herſelf, inform the Court of Directors, that there has been an Ex. 
ceeding in the Nabob's Expences of above Nine Lacks and an Half beyond his Allowance. 
Ihe Begum, of her own Accord, has ſent down a Declaration of her having given the Go. 
vernor General a Lack and a Half of Rupees; which ſhe adheres to and confirms, in het 
Anſwers to certain Queſtions put to her on this Subject, by the Governor's Deſire. The 
above is the Sum mentioned in her Letter to Rajah Nundcomar, which he laid before the 
Board, Ar probably is the fame. The Court of Directors will judge how far the Eſtabliſn- 
ment of this Part of his Charge confirms the Probability of the Remainder. 
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Par. 14. In Anſwer to every Thing the Governor General has faid upon the Subject of the 
Diſmiſſion of Munny Begum, we content ourſelves with obſerving, That it was not an Opera. 
nion of ſuch mighty pompous Importance as he makes it: She is not the Nabob's Mother: 
She is not by Birch a Woman of any Rank; but originally, as we are informed, a Slave, 
and a dancing Girl. We conſider her merely as an Inſtrument in the Governor's Hand, to 
diſpoſe of the Nabob's Revenue as he might think proper. His committing the Guardianſhip 
of the Nabob to @ weak Woman, as he calls her in another Place, is not to be accounted 
for on any other Principle. In this Country, ſtill more than in any other, a Woman is par- 
ticularly diſqualified for ſuch an Office, We affirm. alſo, that her Appointment was in direct

The Matter reſted for ſome Time on the mere Allegation of Nundcomar ; but on his being called 
upon a Second Time, he produced a Paper, which he alledged to be a Letter received by him in 
1773 from Munny Begum; the Date of the Letter I have not been able to learn. This Letter is 
entered in the Revenue Conſultations of March 1775, Fol. 1470, and ſhould be referred to for a clear 
Idea of its Contents. It 1mports to relate, That the Begum had ſent a Propoſal to the Governor (then 
at Coſſimbuzar) of a Lack of Rupees, in Gratitude for Favours conferred on her, and that he declined 
it; but when preſſed, he ſaid, Very well, if you do think proper to give a Preſent, give Two Lacks, as 
Maha Rajah engaged, otherwiſe do as you pleaſe. The Letter then ſays, She gueſſed this Two Lacks was a 
Part of the Three Lacks, about which ſhe wrote to him (Nundcomar) before, and ſhe gueſſed that if ſhe 
faid any Thing about it, all that his Kindneſs had done would loſe its Effect; and that ſhe therefore ſent 
Word to the Governor, that ſhe deſired Maha Rajah to do what was neceſſary ; and that he had wrote 
her an Anſwer, but had not mentioned any preciſe Sum; and that ſhe thought it probable, in Confor- 
mity to what ſhe had wrote Maha Rajah, he had engaged for this Sum, and that ſhe conſidered herſelf 
bound to diſcharge what he had engaged for; and that ſhe therefore deſired the Governor would accept 
One Lack of Rupees, and told him, ſhe would draw upon Nundcomar for the other Lack, payable 
in Calcutta; in which the Governor concurred, The Letter then requeſts of Nundcomar the Loan 
of a Lack of Rupees, and that he will pay it to the Governor: And the Letter then ſays, She (the 
Begum) was then raiſing One Lack of Rupees, which ſhe ſhould then preſent to the Governor. 
The above Letter was delivered back to Nundcomar.—Afterwards, it being ſuppoſed that Munny 
Begum had very much miſmanaged the Nabob's Affairs, the Majority of the Council ſent a Perſon 
to Enquire into ſuch Miſmanagement; a very principal Object of his Commiſſion teems to have been 
to eſtabliſh Nundcomar's Accuſation againit Mr. Haſtings, The Proof obtained on this Examination 
is to the following Effect. 

Rajah Gourdaſs, on Examination, ſaid, That when the Governor came to Coſſimbuzar, he received 
One Lack of Rupees in Specie/from Munny Begum, excluſive of the Lack and an Half he before 
wrote about; and that, by a Purwannah to Rajah Nundcomar, ſhe ordered him to pay a further Sum 
of a Lack at Calcutta; and that Chyton Durr, the Begum's Treaſurer, was privy to this Affair. Gour— 
daſs afterwards ſaid, That beſides the Lack and a Half of Rupees on Account of Entertainment, 
Mr. Haſtings received Two other Lacks as follows, viz. One Lack at Calcutta by Nundcomar, the 
other Lack at Coſſimbuzar; that the Lack of Rupees received from Nundcomar was taken up at 
Intereſt from the Bankers; and in Part Payment of that Debt, he (Gourdaſs) received Two Bills 
from Yatebar Ally Cawn, One for 35,000, the other for 15,000 Rupees; and Yatebar Ally Cawn alſo 
gave an Order for the other 50,000 Rupees, but that was never paid. 15

— | traordinary Meaſures they purſued for the Purpoſe ; the very eaſy Mode of proving the Facts, if 
true; the very ſlender Proof (if any) that is given; the Obſervation ariſing upon the Face of the 
Proof; and the flat Contradiction of Munny Begum ; theſe various Circumitances, in my Mind, 
amount almoſt to an abſolute Conviction, that the Story cannot be true. If the Fact had been 
true, the Perſons mentioned by Nundcomar as thoſe through whoſe Hands the Four firſt Articles 
were paid, might have been examined, and they muſt have proved the Facts; but it does not ap- 
pear that any one of them was called upon, although moſt of them were reſident at Calcutta. 
This Proof would have been eaſy and certain; if any Thing had been given for procuring the 
Naibſhip for Goordaſs, he muſt have known it; but he was not aſked a Queſtion upon that 
Subject. The only Witneſſes that attempt any Proof, are Nundcomar and his Son-in-Lay, 
| Rajah Gourdaſs, As to Nundcomar, if his bad Character was not too well eſtabliſhed not to 
= deſerve Credit, the Manner in which he tells this Story would deſtroy his Credit. In the Outſet he 
avows making thoſe Charges againſt Mr. Haſtings, only becauſe he feared Complaints would be made 
againſt himſelf, and becauſe he was angry at Mr, Haſtings ſhewing Diſreſpect to him and Favour 
to others. He ſtates the Money all to have been paid in Auguſt, September, October, and No- 
vember, 17723; but the Letter produced by him, in Confirmation of this Story, is not pre.

As to Mr. Middleton, there is no Doubt or Contradiction in the Evidence. A Warrant under in 
Seal ſhews, that a Lack and an Half of Rupees was paid to him; and the Begum, in clear Terms, 
ſtates the Times and Mode of Payment. It is not ſtated, but I preſume it was paid by Way of 
Gratuity or Preſent for ſome ſuppoſed Service; if ſo, it may be recovered by Suit in the Supreme 
Court at Bengal : But being informed that he 1s dead, and that it is doubtful whether he has left 
Aſſets ſufficient to pay his Debts, it muſt be left to the Conſideration of the Court, whether it is 
worth while to purſue this Buſineſs againſt his Repreſentatives. te 


I have read this Report; and, if the Facts are correctly ſtated, I think the Methods propoſed fot

Charge of the Guardianſhip of the Nabob's Perſon and Houſhold, and to give the ſame into the 
Charge of the Dewan Rajah Gourdaſs : The Second Object was to demand the State and Houſ- | 
hold Accounts, from the Middle of April 1764 to the Middle of Auguſt 1772, as well as the Ac- | 
counts from that Time to the lateſt Period to which they could be cloſed, as it had been repre- 
ſented to the Governor and Council, that the Sum of 9,67,693 Rupees appeared to be due from the 
Begum to the Nabob, or the Servants of the Nizamut; theſe Accounts he was directed to put 
into the Poſſeſſion of Meſſus. Maxwell, Anderſon, and Grant, as he received them, which he effected 
in the Courſe of about Four Months. As he was well acquainted with the Intrigues of Mooriſh 
Durbars, he thought it proper, to prevent any Intrigues on the Part of the Begum, to apply for 
Leave to remove her from the Nabob's Palace, if he thought it neceſſary; the Governor and Coun- 
eil granted him this Leave; which he did not put in Execution, as he did not find it neceſſary: 
On the Receipt of the Accounts he made an Abſtract of the Whole. And the Witneſs further ſaid, 
It did not appear, that the Begum had been guilty of any Embezzlements herſelf; but that the 
Preſents ſhe had given to Europeans and others, and 'the Balance left owing by Mahomed Reza 
Cawn, had been the Cauſe of the diſtreſſed Situation of the Nabob's Affairs: That he has 
now in his Hands the original Account, with the Nabob's Seal, ſigned by the proper Offi- 
cers of the Houſhold; and the Tranſlation which he then delivered in to the Committee, 
was made and written by the Nabob's own Engliſh Secretary; and the Witneſs produced to 
the Committee his Letter to the Governor General and Council, which he ſent with the Ac- |} 
count: And, for further Explanation, the Witneſs begged L.cave to refer them to the Bengal 
Secret Conſultations of the 2d, 5th, gth, 10th, and 25th May, 8th June, Two of the 24th 
July, goth July, and 4th September 1775. The Witneſs being then aſked, Whether, at the 
Time he demanded the Accounts of the Begum, ſhe told him, that ſhe had given any Sums 
of Money to particular Engliſh Gentlemen; and to whom, and how much? he ſaid, The 
Accounts were not inveſtigated by him; but in the Courſe of Four Months he often preſſed 
the Begum to inform him, or give him ſome Lights to adjuſt them, without giving him the 
Trouble of examining them for Ten Years back: That the Nabob, ſome Time about the latter 
End of May or the Beginning of June, had thought proper to impriſon the Begum's favourite 
Eunuch, Etwah Ali Cawn, and the Perſon who was chiefly concerned in the Tranſactions of her Af- 
fairs; ſhe ſent him a Meſſage, and requeſted, he would intereſt himſelf with the Nabob, to have 
the Eunuch releaſed for a few Hours, having ſomething of Importance to communicate to the | 


- Witneſs, on which ſhe wiſhed to conſult him: That he applied to the Nabob for this Purpoſe, 
and begged he would deliver him to his Charge, which he did, and the Witneſs promiſed to re- 
turn him the ſame Night; he heard nothing from the Begum till the following Day, when ſhe ſent | 
him a Meſſage, deſiring he would accompany the Nabob to her Apartment; on their Firſt Meet- 
ing, ſhe entered into a long Detail of her Adminiſtration, endeavouring to repreſent it in the moſt

counts ; addreſſed to the Eaſt India Company. | 


M Y late Huſband, the deceaſed Nabob Myr Mahmud Jaffer Cawn, bore the Engliſh much Good- 
1 will. His Friendſhip for them was manifeſted on every Occaſion; but particularly at the 
Battle of Plaſſey, which terminated in the Defeat of their inveterate Enemy Surajah Dowlah, and was 
followed by the Acquiſition of the Subadarry of Bengal, Bahar, and Oriſſa. At that Criſis he ren- 
dered them the moſt eſſential Services, and gave them, even at the Hazard of his Life, convincing 
Proofs of his Attachment. After the Victory, Lord Clive, on the Part of the Company, entered 
into an Agreement with Myr Jaffer, by which it was ſtipulated, that ſo long as the Engliſh ſhould 
preſerve their Influence and Dominion over the Provinces, the Nizamut ſhould be veſted in the Nabob 
and his Family, whoſe Honour and Advantage the Company would ever conſider as inſeparably 
united with their own. Myr Jaffer too, in the Name of himſelf and Family, promiſed an unalterable 
Attention to the Intereſts of his- Allies; and the moſt ſacred Oaths, mutually plighted, concluded 
and confirmed the Treaty, The Succeſs that attended the Engliſh Arms, in the enſuing War with 
Myr Mahomed Coſſim and the Nabob Vizier, can only be aſcribed to their ſuperior Conduct and 
Valour. Myr Jaffer was then reinſtated in the Dignities of the Nizamut, which he enjoyed, during 
the Remainder of his Life, in Security and Peace. He promoted and preferred me from among the 
reſt of his Wives, and entruſted to me the Guardianſhip and Education of his Children, Thus 
honoured and diſtinguiſhed, I was treated, after the Deceaſe of my Huſband, by Lord Clive and the 
ſucceeding Governors, with every Attention and Reſpect: The Adminiſtration, indeed, of my be- 
loved Children, Nijum ud Dowlah and Syfud Dowlah Behauder, was ſhort, but it was not marked 
with any humiliating Circumſtances of Indignity or Diſgrace. The Acceſſion of Mobauruk ud Dowlah 
to the Muſnud, was neither attended with any Diminution of my Authority, or Injury to my Reputa- 
tion, Encouraged by the obliging Aſſurances I received from Mr. Haſtings, of Countenarice and 
Support, and animated by my perſonal Regard for the Company, and a RecolleCtion of the Treaties 
entered into with them by my late Lord, I was eaſily prevailed upon to undertake the Direction of 
the Nizamut Affairs; a Duty the more arduous, as, ſince the Reduction of the Annual Stipend to 
16 Lacks, it was become very difficult to ſupport, with ſo ſcanty an Allowance, the Rank and Dig- 
nity of the Nabob. In theſe Circumſtances, to have entruſted any Part of the Buſineſs to the Ma- 
nagement of intermediate Agents, as had been heretofore practiſed, would have been very dangerous; 
and I determined therefore, whatever Difficulties I might meet with, to regulate every Thing myſelf. 
How ably I acquitted myſelf, is a Point I ſhall not preſume to determine; but I can with Truth 
affirm, that the Proſperity of the Department has been the firſt and grand Object to which all m 

Views have been directed, and which I have uniformly conſulted, to the beſt of my Underftanding, 
Conſcious of my own Integrity, happy in the Eſteem and Approbation of Mr. Haſtings, and highly 
flattered by his Kindneſs and Attention, I neither feared nor ſuſpected the ſad Reverſe which I have 
Ince experienced, both in my Fortune and my Fame: Irreproachable in my Conduct, and unſullied in 
my Character, I felt no Terrors amid the Diſcord and Diſſentions that broke out immediately after 
the Arrival of General Clavering, Colonel Monſon, and Mr, Francis : Unacquainted with the real 
Diſpoſitions of theſe Gentlemen, I fondly hoped that Innocence would exempt me from Infulr; and 
that my Sex would at leaſt entitle me to Civility and Reſpect. The Indignities I have ſince ſuffered, - 
have convinced me how fatally I was deceived ; and proved to me that they are equally deficient in 
Humanity and Good-breeding. In open Violation of all Decency and Decorum, with a total Dilre- 
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gard even to Appearances, and in a Manner the moſt unprecedented and arbitrary, did theſe Th. 
Gentlemen, without giving me any previous Notice, laying any Thing to my Charge, or, as it wou q 
ſeem, making the ſmalleſt Enquiry, diſpatch one Goring, with politive Directions to degrade ang 
diſmiſs me; and at the ſame Time to confer on Gouradals the Superintendance of the Houſhold, and 
the Guardianſhip of the Nabob's Perſon. Thus bereft of the only remaining Appendage of all my 
former Splendor, I ſaw myſelf in a Moment overwhelmed with Infamy and Diſgrace, a miſerable 
Outcaſt from my Family and Friends. Stranger as I was to the Members of Adminiſtration, their 
Followers, and their Views; neither participating in their Councils, or admitted to their Confidence; 


without Power, and without Poſſeſſions; I was unable to gueſs what Part of my Conduct could have 
drawn upon me the Reſentment of theſe Gentlemen, or determined them to treat, with a Rigour due 


only to the moſt poſitive and complicated Guilt, a Perſon whoſe Reputation, during the Courſe of 2 
pretty long Life, had been free even from the moſt diſtant Imputation of it. Such was the Reſult 


of the diabolical Machinations of that accurfed Traitor“ Nundcomar, whoſe Life, but for our Lenity, 


had long ago paid the Forfeit of his Perfidy. Neither, in Juſtice to the happy Diſcernment cf 
his Patrons, can I ſuffer the Inſolence and Cruelty of Goring, the hopeful Inſtrument of their Ty. 


ranny, their Favourite and Informer, to paſs by unrecorded and forgotten: With the moſt unfeeling 


Barbarity he baniſhed me from my own Houſe, and forbad me any future Intercourſe with my Family 
and Children. In vain did I repreſent to him, that, in violation of the moſt folemn Promiſes, I had 
been degraded unheard and unarraigned; that the hereditary Honours and Privileges of my 
Family had been transferred to one of my Servants ; that my Feelings had been outraged ; and 
that even the Delicacy of my Sex, and the ſacred Rights of my Dwelling, had been openly trample 
upon and inſulted, —With as little Effect did I remind him of my Quality, and the Relation in which 
I ſtood to the deceaſed Nabob, Myr Mahmud Jaffer Khan.—Is it thus, faid I, that Engliſhmen acquit 
their Obligations, or are ſuch Acts of Violence and Oppreſſion conſiſtent with their boaſted Character 
of a great and generous Nation ? and, do you, Sir, ſtile yourſelf a Gentleman, and yet betray no Repyg. 
nance at being charged with the Execution, and involved in the Infamy, of ſo baſe and diſhonourable a 
Commiſſion ?—As little ſuſceptible of Compaſſion as of Shame, he heard my Entreaties and Reproaches 
with equal Indifference and Contempt. As a laſt Reſource, then, I deſired Permiſſion to go to Calcutta; 
but I could neither obtain it, or any Indulgence or Explanation whatever, from Goring, except that the 
Orders of the Governor and Council were expreſs, and muſt be obeyed, He now proceeded to ſeal up 
all the Accounts relative to the Nizamut and the Nabob's Privy Purſe ; placed a Guard over many of 
my immediate Servants; ſeized my private Papers ; ſurrounded my Apartments with Spies, and 
ſtrictly prohibited all Perſons from ſpeaking or writing to any of my People, who were alſo laid 
under the ſame Reſtrictions ; inſomuch that my confidential Servant Yatebaur Ally Khaun 
having been, by my Orders, to wait on the Reſident at the Durbar, was, on his Return, ſummoned 
before Mr. Goring, who demanded to know' where he had been, and on what Errand.— Tatebaur Ally 


Khaun frankly communicated to him his Buſineſs with Mr. Martin; which, as it was confined entirely 


to my Stipend, he did not apprehend could give Offence. Mr. Goring, however, was much diſ- 
pleaſed, and cautioned him againſt paying. any future Viſits, either there or elſewhere, but with his 
| Hon and Permiſſion ; directing him withall to deliver. up whatever Papers or Accounts he 
might have in his Poſſeſſion : Such, replied he, as were entruſted to my Care, you have already for- 
cibly taken away, and that too without the leaſt.

Several others of my Servants were alſo ſecured and con- 
fined at the ſame Time,—Goring himſelf came that Morning to my Apartments, and, ordering all 


my Attendants to withdraw, deſired me, in a low Voice, to make out an Account particularizing the 


Sums I had diſtributed among the Engliſh Gentlemen.—I told him plainly, and I told him Truth, 
that I had diſburſed no Money in this Manner; yet ſtill he continued to ſolicit my Compliance, fo 
that, wearied at length with his Importunity and Inſolence, I could not ſufficiently reſtrain my Reſent- 
ment, or forbear upbraiding him once more with his moſt unworthy Behaviour, and the ungenerous 
and injurious Treatment I had experienced at his Hands, both perſonally, and through my Friends and 
Servants ; but, as at firſt, I expoſtulated in vain ; What indeed could I hope from a Heart fo callous, 


Jo loſt to all Senſe of Shame and Honour? On the 20th, Purboram, Goring's Agent, came to my Houle, 


when, obſervi my Diſtreſs and the Terror of my Domeſticks, he tried to ſooth me, aſſured me that Ta-

zorceable to your Wiſhes, it is quite unneceſſary to conſult me upon the Subject. However, you 
cannot but know, that ir has been always, cuſtomary for the Nabob to furniſh a Table for the En- 
tertainment of the Governor and his Attendants, during their Stay at his Court, The like Compliment 
was heretofore paid by the Company to Najum ud Dowlah and Syfud Dowlah, when they made a Viſit 
to the Preſidency. With reſpect to the Sum preſented to Mr. Middleton, it was a free Gift from my own 
Privy Purſe. To this Purbooram replied, That he underſtood this Money had been paid to thoſe 
Gentlemen, as a Gratuity for ſecret Services; and as ſuch, he ſhould aſſuredly repreſent and report it. 
He then dictated an Account, ſuch as beſt ſuited his Purpoſe, to my Secretary, and would alſo have 
' cauſed my Seal to be affixed to it, had I not ſecured the Paper, and informed him that I would do no- 
thing but in the Preſence of the Nabob, Goring, and Goradaſs : Upon which he ordered Yautabaur 
Ally Khaun to be again confined, and left me. On the Morrow, the Nabob, attended by Goradaſs 
and Goring, waited upon me; and the latter, after acquainting me, that both the Nabob and Goradaſs 
had affented to, and, if neceſſary, were ready to atteſt his Account of the 3 Lacks already mentioned, 
inſiſted that I likewiſe ſhould ſubſcribe to it. I now repeated to his Excellency what I had before ſaid to 
Mr. Goring's Agent, Purboram, relative to the Diſpurſement of this Money, and concluded by obſerv- n 
ing to him, that, conſcious as he muſt be of the Truth of my Repreſentation, I was deeply concerned LI 
to find he knew fo little what was due to his own Dignity and Reputation, as openly to countenance 1 
and encourage ſo flagitious an Attempt; that ſuch ſlaviſn Complaiſance would fix an indelible Blot in 
his Character for ever, reflect Shame and Diſhonour on his Family, and render him at once ridiculous 
and contemptible. Whatever were his Excellency's real Sentiments on this Occaſion, he took Care 
to conceal them, and to feign, at leaſt, a blind Submiſſion to the Will of Goring, and his ob- 
ſequious Compeer Goradals ; nor is it ſurprizing that at his Age, and in his hopeleſs Condition, he 
ſhould want Fortitude to reſiſt Two ſuch able Maſters in the Science of Treachery, who united 
their Endeavours, and availed themſelves of all their Experience, to ſeduce and deceive him. 
In-this Situation, diſappointed of the Support I had hoped for in the Nabob's Firmneſs, and deprived 
of the only Reſource left me by the Impriſonment of Yatebaur Ally Cawn, the Perſon moſt in my Con- 
fidence, and from whom alone I could ſeek for Advice or Conſolation, I ſaw myſelf reduced to the 
terrible Alternative of either ſanctifying an Act my Soul abhorred, or of expoſing myſelf to the wild 
Reſentment of Men who, in the Warmth of their Zeal, and in the Purſuit of a favourite Object, were 
deterred by no Conſiderations, either of Honour or Principle; and, preſerving neither Temper, De- 
cency, or Moderation, ſeemed bent upon ſacrificing, without Diſtinction, all who ſhould dare to op- 
poſe them: Thus, then, was I at length compelled to affix my Seal to the Account as ſtated by Mr. 
Goring ; which done, I delivered it to the Nabob to be diſpoſed of as he ſhould think proper, ſo- 
lemnly proteſting at the ſame Time againſt the Violence that had been offered me, and formally de- 
claring to his Excellency, that nothing but the laſt Neceſſity ſhould ever have extorted from me even 
an outward Acquieſcence to ſo unwarrantable a Procedure. The Nabob now preſented the Paper to 
Goring, who received it with a triumphant Satisfaction; and, ordering Yatebar Ally Cawn to be ſet 
at Liberty, inſtantly retired. Encouraged, as it would ſeem, by his late Succeſs, and perſuaded, no 
Doubt, that all Obſtacles were now ſurmounted, and he ſhould hereafter experience, on all Occaſions, 
a ready Submiſſion to his Will, he returned à few Days after, and again deſired that I would imme- 
diately prepare an Account of ſuch Sums as I had preſented to the Engliſh Gentlemen, excluſive of 
the 3 Lacks already mentioned: Again I aſſured him that no Gentleman had ever received a Rupee 
from me; upon which he ſuggeſted an Expedient ſo full of Infamy that I ſhould have imagined even 
the matchleſs Effrontery of Goring would have bluſhed to propoſe—it was no other than that I ſhould 
frame a ſuppoſititious Account, and inſert in it the Names of many Perſons who were abſolute Stran- 
gers to me; Gentlemen whom, ſo far from having ſhared in my Bounty, I had never ſeen or heard of 
before, My Aſtoniſhment at this Propoſal was too viſible not to be remarked by G . Strongly 
ſolicitous, however, to accompliſh his Purpoſe, he exhauſted all his Rhetorick, and left no Argu- 
ment unurged that he hoped might engage me to promote this grand Object and End of his Com- 
miſſion 3- he ſued, he threatened—aſſured me that it would be the readieſt Means of conciliating the 
Favour of his Patrons; and proteſted that his own Credit and Influence with them depended upon 
my Compliance, and that he ſhould be undone if I were ſo barbarous as to refuſe it: Finding me, 
however, inexorable, and that neither Promiſes could tempt or Menaces intimidate me; nay, even 
that my Concern for his Reputation could not prevail upon me to concur in ſo horrible a Deſign, he 
relolved to temporize no longer, but flatly told me that Goradaſs had given Information of a Bribe of 
Two Lacks of Rupees preſented to the Governor ; One Lack of which had been paid here, and One 
Lack at Calcutta, through Nundcomar, as would ſufficiently appear by my Letters to Nundcomar on 
the Subject. To this I replied, That if any ſuch Letters really exiſted, they muſt have been forged 
by Nundeomary that it was a Talent he excelled in, and practiſed with great Succeſs; as rample, 
when he counterfeited my Seal, and for ſome Time kept up a Correſpondence in my Name with Mr.“ 
Haſtings at Madras, to which, were it neceſſary, I might add many other Inſtances equally notorious. 
W hat J ſaid made no Kind of Impreſſion upon Goring; on the contrary, he ſoon after, at the Inſtiga- 
tion of Goradaſs, ſent for the Treaſurer, and interrogated him relative to this imaginary Bribe of T'wo 
Lacks, The Treaſurer aſſured him he knew nothing of the Matter; but Goradaſs inſiſted that he 
did, and that he had an Intereſt in concealing it. Upon which Goring repreached him in the moſt 
Indecent and ungentlemanly Terms, and commanded him to be carried forthwith to Priſon. My Se- 
erxetary, Syed Abdul Rehym, who was preſent and heard the Order, repreſented to the Treaſurer, that 
rather than ſuffer the Infamy of a public Impriſonment, it were better he ſhould ſay any Thing, or 
ſubſcribe to any Thing. Goring, however, countermanded the Ordeg for his Cenknement, os" ap 
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tected him, together with his Deputy, to wait upon him on the Morrow; then turning to the Moon: 
| ſhy ſaid, There is due from the Begum, Account the Nizawut, a Balance of 16 Lacks, in the Collection 
of which, depend upon it, I will ſhew no Mercy; Iwill exact it with the utmoſt Rigour. The next Da 
Goradaſs again called upon the Treaſurer and Yatebar Ally Khaun, to deelare what they knew with re. 
ſpect to the Two Lacks of Rupees; and, after taking their Depoſitions in Writing, came, together with 
the Nabob and Goring, to my Apartments. His Inſolence at this Interview was intolerable; ſo much 
ſo, indeed, as to make me forget for a Moment how much ſuch a Wretch was below even my Con- 
tempt. I told him then, that, born and foſtered in Wickedneſs, the ſhameleſs Depravity of his Heart 
correſponded but too well with thoſe execrable Precepts which from his earlieſt Infancy had been incul. 
cated by his abandoned: Parent, and made the Baſis of his Education ; that his Progreſs in Vice haq 
been indeed aſtoniſhingly rapid, and his Propenſity to every Thing treacherous and baſe, ſo ſtrong 23 
to have rendered him, at a very early Age, a moſt formidable Rival in Infamy even to his Father, 
that I yet hoped to have an Opportunity of repreſenting the Conduct of both in proper Colours, when 
I was well aſſured they would become the Scorn of all good Men, and the public Marks of Infamy 
and Abhorrence, But to return to Goring ; his inceſſant Viſits and Importunity left me no Leiſure 
either for Repoſe or Refreſhment; I was perpetually teazed and tormented about theſe Two Lacks 
of Rupees; though, as God is my Witneſs, the Story was a mere Fiction, and, for aught I knoy, 
invented by Goring himſelf, When I reflected on the ſavage, unrelenting Diſpoſition of this Man, 
and the Characters of his Patrons, ſo ſtrongly marked in their Conduct; when 1 conſidered that Mr. 
Haſtings, to whom alone, in this Seaſon of Calamity, I could look up for Aſſiſtance, had no Power 
to protect me, I ſunk under a Senſe of the Dangers and Diſtreſſes that ſurrounded me; and, prompted 
by Deſpair, reſolved to ſeek, in.Poiſon and in Death, a Refuge from Diſhonour and from Shame: 
Willing, however, to make a laſt Effort with my Perſecutors, I waited the Arrival of Goring, to de. 
clare to him the fatal Reſolution I had taken, and to aſſure him, that his future Behaviour would 


decide not my Fate alone, but that of all my Family; who, rather than ſubmit longer to ſuch cruel | 


Indignities, were, with me, determined to throw off an Exiſtence, which his Tyranny had rendered 
a Burthen inſupportable to us all. This Declaration made an Impreſſion upon Goring, and checked 
and ſuſpended for a while his Inſolence and Importunity; yet J will not wrong him ſo much as to 
ſuppoſe that Humanity had any Share in his Forbearance. No; he foreſaw and dreaded, in the Ac- 
compliſhment of my Purpoſe, the Ruin of his Labours ; and his Views, and the Fears of a Heart 


deſtitute of every amiable and virtuous Sentiment, procured me that Reſpite which, knowing him 


as well as I do, it were Folly to attribute to any laudable Motive, either of Generoſity or Compal. 
ſion. An Opportunity ſo loſt of enhancing the Merit of his Services, and eadearing himſelf till 
more to his conſcientious Patrons, was, no Doubt, a cruel Diſappointment to the virtuous Goring : 
With infinite Regret did he ſee himſelf at laſt obliged to relinquiſh his Project, and with it all Hope 
of Encomium or Reward, It was long indeed before he could reconcile himſelf to this Neceſſity, 


whilſt he endeavoured to alleviate his Chagrin by the Peruſal of my. private Correſpondence with 


Mr. Haſtings and others, which he had compelled me to deliver, no Doubt in the pleaſing Expecta- 
tion oF, making ſome notable Diſcovery, whereon again to exerciſe and indulge his fertile Genius, 
It were ſuperfluous to remark on an Act like this, or to compare it with a ſubſequent Attempt of 
Goring to ſubdue, by the Terrors of a Military Force, that Reſolution which had ſo long baffled 
all his Skill and Addreſs, and which, in fuch a Cauſe, would readily have preferred even Death to 
Submiſſion : God be praiſed, my own Countrymen diſdained Obedience to the arbitrary Commands 
of this worſt of venal Inſtruments. What then are we to conclude ? Where is now the boaſted 
Virtue of theſe Engliſh Rulers, when even the deſpiſed, the abject Native of Hindoſtan ſhrinks 
back with Horror at ſuch apparent Degeneracy, and dreads to be involved in the Guilt and Infamy 
of their Conduct? Let me hope, for the Honour of the national Character, that Men like theſe, to 
be deteſted, need only to be known. But to proceed—I was not ſuffered to enjoy much Tran- 
quillity, before Goring again attended me, in Company with the Reſident of the Durbar, Meſſts. 
Maxwell, and Anderſon, It ſeems, that General Clavering, Colonel Monſon, and Mr. Francis, in 
their abundant Kindneſs and Anxiety for my Welfare, not ſatisfied, or pethaps not pleaſed, with the 
Reſult of the Enquiries made by the indefatigable Goring, relative to the Three Lacks of Rupees 
preſented to Mr, Haſtings and Mr. Middleton, were minded to be further informed in this important 
Article, and the Gentlemen above-mentioned were therefore formally commiſſioned to interrogate 


me, whether it were really a voluntary Gift; or whether any Reſtraint had been laid upon my 


Inclinations, As the Night was already far advanced (it was not cuſtomary with Goring to attend 


much to the Rules of Decency or Decorum); and as, in order to avoid future Perſecution, it was 


my Intention to be as clear and explicit as poſſible in my Reply, I acquainted the Gentlemen that 1 


would ſend it to them drawn out in Writing early the next Morning ; that at preſent I wiſhed them to 


retire, and leave me to my Repoſe. No! they inſiſted upon an immediate Anſwer, without which 
they peremptorily refuſed to withdraw. It was in vain I urged to them the Unſeaſonableneſs of the 
Hour, and the fatal Conſtruction that might be put upon their Stay, to the Diſhonour of myſelf and 
my Family: No Argumeats could prevail with them to, recede from their Reſolution. It was now 
near Two o'Clock in the Morning; my Spirits quite worn out with Vexation and Fatigue, my Mind 
in the utmolt Perturbation, ſhocked beyond Meaſure at this laſt wanton Inſult, heſitating and unde- 
termined what to do, and ready to embrace almoſt any Alternative to get rid of my odious Viſitants: 


RE When every other Means had failed, Goring ordered a Company of Sepoys to ſurround the Begum's Houſe, in Hopes 
to terrify her into Compliance; but they peremptorily refuſed to obey him.

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It this Juncture Perboram deſired that I would permit him to draw up an Anſwer to the Queſtion, 
Arthis been ſtated to me; obſerving, that his Knowledge of all the cu watts would Wie hint 
to do it in a moſt ſatisfactory Manner. To this Propoſal my Secretary, who was preſent; ſtrongly 
| objected and, though I was myſelf much offended at his unexampled Aſſurance, yet I ſuffered him 
o do as he pleaſed, as I judged no Conceſſion too conſiderable, provided I were delivered from the 
hateful Preſence of Goring and his Aſſociates, to me worſe than Death. Great God! to what an Ex- 
tremity of Diſtreſs and Wretchedneſs am I now reduced! Relying implicitly on the plighted Faith of 
the Company, I flattered myſelf no Attention would be wanting to procure me the few wretched 
Comforts I was yet capable of enjoying, and which alone could render tolerable the Eve of a Life, 
vorn out, like mine, in Sorrow and Misfortune. In Juſtice in Gratitude to them and their Repre- 
ſentatives, let me declare, that, till this fatal Period, my moſt ſanguine Expectations were never diſap. 
inted : To the Extent of their Power, every Wiſh of my Heart was gratified; whilſt the unceaſing 
Afiiduities 'of my kind ProteCtors were wholly directed to ſoothe and ſoften my domeſtic Afflictions. 
Alas! how changed is my Condition! It is now, for the firſt Time, that I feel all the Severity of my 
Fate, in the Loſs of my Huſband and my Children. Still, however, it is a heart- felt Conſolation to 
me, that every Attempt made by the moſt unprincipled and worthleſs among Men, a Goring and a 
Grant, to caſt a Blemiſh on my Honour, has been uniformly unſucceſsful; and, though encouraged 
and aſſiſted to the utmoſt by General Clavering, Colonel Monſon, and Mr. Francis, that hitherto all 
their Plots to prove me criminal have been defeated, and they have only ſucceeded in making me un- 
bappy.— And ſhall Offences like theſe be perpetrated unnoticed, and unpuniſhed ?

At this 
Juncture, I obtained from his Majeſty, the King Shaw Allum, the Subuahs (of Bengal, &c.) for 
the Nabob Jaffier Ally Cawn. During the Nabob's Life-time I faithfully tranſmitted to the 
King the Amount agreed upon for his Royal Revenues; I honeſtly paid the Company, the Engliſh 
Army, and the Marattas, the Sums ſeverally ſtipulated to them, and the Nabob the Sums requiſite 
for the Support of his own Troops, and the Dignity and Expences of the Nizamut ; and I pro- 
vided the Supplies of Grain, which, at that Time, was attended with great Difficulty. After Jaf- 

- Her Ally's Death, and the Succeſſion of Nabob Nudjum ul Dowlah to the Nizamut, a Party of the 
Engliſh Gentlemen deprived me of the Office I poſſeſſed, in the Buſineſs of which I was well 
ſerved ; and, for Views of private Advantage, raiſed Mahomed Reza Khaun to the Poſt, For the 
Space of Seven Years Mahomed Reza managed the Affairs of the Subah of Bengal. What the 
Meaſures were which, he purſued in the Adminiſtration of the Country, the Balances which he frau- 
dulently wrote off, his Violence and Oppreſſions upon his own Maſter and upon the Ryotts, and 
his Trade in Grain, by all which his Maſter's Houſe and the whole Country were deſolated, are 
well known to all: Whenever a juſt Enquiry ſhall be made, ſuch will be found to have been his 
Conduct. I have now been Ten Years out of Employment: Mahomed Reza Khaun ardently 
wiſhed, during the whole Time of his Miniſtry, to diſcover ſome Fault of mine in the ſettling the 
Buſineſs of the Country, or ſome Fraud or Delay in the Method of tranſacting it; as nothing of 
the Kind had been committed by me, he was able to produce nothing. Whoever occupies a great 
Poſt, as well as faithful Adherents, undoubtedly meets with diſcontented and turbulent Men. The 
utmoſt Search which Mahomed Reza Khaun could make, could not produce a ſingle Man who 
would lay his Complaint againſt me. When Mr. Haſtings arrived from Madras, and entered upon 
the Government, he promiled me his Friendſhip, and engaged me to aſſiſt him in regulating and — 
adjuſting the Buſineſs of the Country; the Part Lacted upon this Occaſion will hereafter appear

I continued after this to pay my Reſpects from Time to Time, as uſual, to the Governor, and 
ſometimes. to the other Three Gentlemen. On Tueſday the 29th of Pooſs, I waited upon the G0. 
- vernor, and found Mr. Graham and the Governor in Converſation together. When Mr. Graham 
had taken his Leave, the Governor called me to him, and ſaid, I am certain that you are actino 
the Part of an Enemy towards me; I ſhall hereafter be your Enemy here, and ſhall not ceaſe 
to be ſuch even in Europe. You muſt not come near me from this Day; go, and do me the utmoſt: 
& Evil in your Power.“ I begged of him coolly and impartially to conſider the Juſtice of this 
Declaration; and told him that, till he had, I ſhould take Care not to, viſit him. I left him upon 
this, conceiving that what he had ſaid proceeded from a Guſt of Paſſion, and that he would not 
ſeriouſly | determine upon effecting my Ruin. Since this, Juggut Chund, whom I have educated 
from a Child, and patronized, who even now enjoys the Office of, Naib to my Son, Rajah Goor-. 
dofs, with the moſt abandoned Undutifulneſs has been ſeeking to. injure myſelf and Rajah Goor. 
doſs: He is now come to Calcutta, without Order of Council, and contrary to Rajah Goordoſs's 
Deſire; and he has never yet even been to viſit me. This Perſon is admitted to. hold Counſel with 
he Governor: And Mohun Perſhaud, whoſe Villainy and lying Intrjgues are known to both the 
ngliſh Gentlemen and the Natives throughout this City, who is my inveterate Enemy, and whom 
the Governor formerly turned out of his Houſe, and forbid him to appear there again, is now 
recalled into his Preſence, is preſented with Paan by him, and aſſured of his Protection. Mohun 
Perſaud is admitted by the Governor to private Conferences, both in Town and at his Gardens, 
and likewiſe frequently comes to Juggut Chund's Houfe, and holds Conſultations with him. 
What Title, from Rank or Fidelity, have theſe to ſuch intimate Connexion with the Governor? 
What other Title have they, than their Enmity and Malevalence to me? I have no Power in this 
Countfy; Mr. Haſtings is the Superior of all. The Goodnefs-of God is the only Defence I have 
againſt the declared Hatred of fuch an Enemy. I efteem'my Honour dearer than my Life; and 1 
am not inſenſible of the Injury my Character. may ſuffer from the Diſcoveries I am about to make; 
but greater Diſgrace attends my Silence, and I àm left without a Choice: 1 ſhall therefore requeſt 


your Attention to the following Account of ſome few Parts of the Governor, Mr. Haftings's, Con. 
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duct in the Courſe of his Government. 15 5 5 
When Mr. Haſtings arrived in Bengal from Madras, and entered 7755 the Adminiſtration of 
Affairs, he told me, that he was well aſſured of the Embeazlement and Mal- practices of 'Mahomed 
Reza Khawn and Rajah Shitabroy; and defired that 1 would affiſt him in the Intention he had of 
removing them from their Employments, and prepare a Statement of their reſpective Accounts:

| had proved in Council their Charge, in the Affairs of the Sale and Purchaſe of Grain; to whom he 
djudged no Damages. Why this extraordinary Favour was fo ſuddenly fhown, the Governor can

pquiries ſhould. be ſtopt. I acquainted Mr. 
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Reza ul Deen Mahomed Khawn, and Mahomed Ally Khawn, on Account of the Offices of 
Fogedars of Hoogly and Silut, and Amul of. Nudia, were accountable to the Company for Lacks 
of Rupees; yet upon their Deceaſe Mahomed Reza ſeized the Whole of their Eſtates, and delivered

reſent Demand for his Accounts were put a Stop to. I acquainted the Governor with what Shita- 
— ſaid: He anſwered, that it was proper the Money of the State ſhould be recovered, without any 
Views of this Kind. In concluſion, Mr. Haſtings, without recovering the Company's Money, and 
without informing me of his Intention, reinſtated Rajah Shitabroy, and returned him to Moorſhe- 
dabad with high Honours. The Motives of theſe Proceedings, and why Maha Rajah Durudge Na- 
rain's Propoſals, apparently ſo much for the Company's Advantage, were rejected, will beſt be un-

ther inform the Board, that I have been long ſince acquainted with Nundcomar's Intention of 
making this Attack upon me. Happily, Nundcomar, among whoſe Talents for Intrigue that of 
_ Secrecy is not the firſt, has been ever too ready to make the firſt Publication of his own Inten- 
tions. I was ſhewn a Paper, containing many Accuſations againſt me, which I was told was car- 
ried by Nundcomar to Colonel Monſon, and that. he himſelf was employed for ſome Hours in 
private with Colonel Monſon, explaining the Nature of thoſe Charges. I mention only what I was 


told; but, as the reſt of the Report which was made to me correſponds exactly with what has 


happened ſince, I hope I ſhall ſtand acquitted to my Superiors, and to the World, in having given 
ſo much Credit to it as to bring the Circumſtance upon Record. I cannot recollect the preciſe 
Time in which this is ſaid to have happened, but I believe it was either before or at the Time of 
the Diſpatch of the Bute and Pacific. The Charge has fince undergone ſome Alterations ; but of 
the Copy of the Paper which was delivered to me, containing the original Charge, I cauſed a Tranſ-

General Clavering— The Refuſal which Cantoo Baboo, the Governor General's Banyan, made 
to comply with an Order of this Board on the 13th Inſtant, which requires his Attendance here; 

pears ſo contumacious to the Authority of the Government, that I move that an Order of the 
Board be immediately given, to bring him here to anſwer for his Contempt. | 5 

The Governor General— This is the Third Time that ſpecious Pretexts have been made uſe of 
to induce me to iſſue a Summons for the Meeting of the Board, to introduce concealed Matter. 
The Firſt Petition of the Ranny of Burdwan, and all the Proceedings immediately ſubſequent upon 
it, were introduced in this ſecret Way. A Council was then called in the Revenue Department, 
at the Requiſition of the Gentlemen of the Majority, for ſpecial Purpoſes, minutely expreſſed; 
and this was the Subject firſt introduced. The Meeting of the Board in the ſame Department, on 
the 17th of this Month, was likewiſe deſired for expreſs Purpoſes; and the ſame Queſtion which is 
now before the Board was then brought on, before any other Queſtion was propoſed ; although no 
Intimation of it, or Alluſion to it, had been made in the Requiſition for the Meeting of the Board. 
The Purpoſes for which the ſame Gentlemen have required a Meeting of the Board To-day, are 
exprefled in the Letter to me, recorded on this Day's Conſultation ; the Firſt Part of which alludes 
to ſome Matter of great Danger impending on the Second Brigade: Yet I find every other Buſineſs 
muſt be poſtponed, and the ſame Queſtion which was propoſed at the laſt Revenue Board, again 
renewed in this, without the leaſt previous Intimation.

In pronouncing 
this Sentence, againſt. me, our common Judges may, perhaps, be of Opinion, that the Governor 
General himſelf has tranſgreſſed the Line of his Duty, and aſſumed an Authority which does not 
belong to his Perſon or to his Station. He is, undoubtedly, my Superior, as he often tells us; 
but he is certainly not my Judge. Yet, conſcious of the Rectitude of my Intentions, however

The RANNY's Charges. 
EXTRACT of Revenue Conſultations, 


Fort William, goth December 1774. 
R E AD the following Petition from the Ranny of Burdwan. 


To the Honourable Warren Haſtings, Eſquire, Governor General, and Superior Council. 


Gentlemen, 


The Anceſtors of my Huſband, Maha Rajah Tillook Chund, have from Time immemorial enjoyed 
the Zemindary of the Burdwan Diſtrict, which has been ſucceſſively confirmed to them, under every 
Government through which this Country has paſſed. In the Bengal Year 1174 Maha Rajah Tillook 

Chund died, and left his Infant Son, Maha Rajah Tage Chund, his Heir and Succeſſor z appointing 
Lalla Omichund Guardian to his Son, and ſole Adminiſtrator of his Affairs. Upon my Huſband's 
Death, I ſent Bridjoo Kiſhore to Calcutta to ſolicit from the Governor and Council a Confirmation 


of my Son, Maha Rajah Tage Chund's Succeſſion to the Zemindary ; which the Governor and Coun- 


cil were pleaſed to grant. Bridjoo Kiſhore had received upon his Departure, from the Officers of 
my Houſhold, a Quantity of Gold, Jewels, and other Valuables ; theſe he unjuſtly appropriated to 
his own Uſe; and, by a Diſtribution of them in the Durbar, obtained for himſelf the Office of Dewan, 
As my Huſband had appointed Lalla Omichund, who was a Relation, and a faithful Friend to the 
Family, ſole Adminiſtrator of his Affairs, and Guardian to his Son, I did not think proper to con- 


firm Bridjoo Kiſhore in the Office of Dewan, from which I accordingly diſmiſſed him. Mr. John 


Graham was at that Time Chief of the Burdwan Diſtrict; and Bridjoo Kiſhore, having obtained that 
Gentleman's Friendſhip and Protection, forcibly retained Poſſeſſion of the Dewanny, and tranſacted 
the Buſineſs of the Zemindary; in this, being unable to reſiſt, I was forced to acquieſce. Some Time 
after I applied to Bridjoo Kiſhore for an Explanation of the State of the Zemindary : But having en- 
tered into a fraudulent Confederacy with Ram Kaunt Roy, Gocul Majendar, Kiſhen Praun Mitter, 
and Gowry Churn Mullick, Vackeel, Perſons in principal Employments of the Zemindary ; and theſe 
having all bound themſelves in this Aſſociation by a ſolemn Oath, Bridjoo Kiſhore abſolutely refuſed 
to give any Account of the Zemindary, I repreſented my Situation in an Application to the Go- 
vernor and Council; and they were pleaſed to ſummon Bridjoo Kiſhore to appear before them ; 
Bridjoo Kiſhore was upon this much alarmed, and wrote an Account of the Affair to Mr. Graham, 
at Moorſhedabad. He then went to Calcutta, with Kiſhen Praun, and Gocul Majendar; and J ſent 
Lalla Omichund on my Part. In conſequence of Bridjoo Kiſhore's Letter, Mr. Graham came 
to Calcutta; and, having exerted his utmoſt Influence amongſt the Gentlemen of Council in 
Support of Bridjoo Kiſhore, he obtained his Confirmation in the Dewanny. 


Bridjoo endeavoured by every Method to get it into his own Hands, which I conſtantly perſiſted in re- 
fuling him. Upon this, in the Bengal Year 1 179, Bridjoo Kiſhore having prevailed upon Mr. J. Graham 
to come to Burdwan, took from me my Son Tage Chund, then about Nine Years of Age, and con-

non ug remained more than Seven Days without Suſtenance, to the abſolute endangering my 
Life; and finding no Reſource, I gave up the Seal. Having now the Seal in his Poſſeſſion, Bridjoo 
ſhore appropriated to himſelf, and diſtributed amongſt his Partizans, large Quantities of Land, un- 
der the Title of Charity Lands, to the great Prejudice of Government, as a conſiderable Revenue was 
clore collected from them. Theſe Alienations ſtrike at the very Root of the Zemindary ; and, in- 
deed, the Conduct of Bridjoo Kiſhore, as a Servant, is totally unprecedented ; as every Action of his 


tends to the entire Subverſion of my Family. The Governor and Council were pleated to allow my

My Son's Seal was in my own Poſſeſſion; and as I affixed it to no Paper without firſt peruſing it,

Son a Salary of 20,000 Rupees per Month, (or 2, 40, ooo per Annum) to be paid from the Revenues of 
the Burdwan Diſtrict; and further ordered, that out of this Sum 4,000 Rupees per Month ſhoulq 


be allowed me for my neceſſary Expences ; and that the Remainder ſhould be depoſited in Specie 
till my Son ſhould be of Age. Fhe Surplus of this Salary for Sip Tears, from 1175,to 1181, which 


ſhould have been depofited according to the Order of Council, Baidjoo Kiſhore, in Conjunction with 
Mr. John Graham, has embezzled. Bridjoo Kiſhore has laviſhed the whole Wealth of my Family, in ſup. 
porting his Intereſt with Mr. Graham; and by the Influence he has thus gained, has prevailed upon 


that Gentleman to execute every Severity and Injuſtice upon me, which himſelf has iniquitouſly ſug. 


geſted. I requeſt, therefore, that for theſe ſeveral Offences, Bridjoo Kiſhore may be diſcharged from 
the Office of Dewan, and Kiſhen Praun Mitter, the only Survivor of his Aſſociates, from any Em. 
ployment in the Zemindary; and that honeſt and upright Men may be appointed in their room: 


And as Marajah Tillook Chund's Penalty Bond, by which he engages to make good all Deficiencies in 


the Revenue, is in the Company's Poſſeſſion, by which I conſider myſelf as bound likewiſe, I requeſt 
that Bridjoo Kiſhore may be compelled to lay before me, for Inſpection, the Accounts of the Zemin. 
dary, that the Lands he has given away may again become liable to a Collection; and I engage tg 
give a ſatisfactory Account to Government of the whole Zemindary : And it is my further Requeg, 
that Bridjoo Kiſhore give Account of the Family Wealth, of which he has embezzled to a large 
Amount. | 

I have no Relation with me but my Son; and, when I reflect on the Enormities which have been 
committed in this City of Burdwan (One Inſtance of which was Juggut Roy, the Anceſtor of my 
Son, who was here treacherouſly murdered) and that the Iniquities of Bridjoo Kiſhore, who is my 


inveterate Enemy, have already exceeded all Example, I cannot but be under ſtrong Apprehenſiong 
of the further Advances he may make to ſtill greater Crimes: It is therefore my Requeſt, that my 


Son and I may be permitted to remove to Calcutta, and that an Order may be ſent to the Engliſh 
Chief reſiding here for that Purpoſe ; without which I ſhall not be allowed to depart from this

ing obtained his Patronage, without paying any Attention to me or my Son, unjuſtly inſinuated him. 
ſelf into the Management of the Buſineſs of the Country: I then became helpleſs. Some Time after 
this I requeſted that the Papers of the different Parts of my Zemindary might be ſubmitted to my In. 
ſpection, and enquired under whoſe Charge my Money and Effects were lodged ; profeſſing myſelf at 
the ſame Time perfectly ignorant on theſe Heads: Bridjoo Kiſhore, colluding with Ram Caunt Roy, 
Gocul Majendar, Kiſhen Praun Mitter, and Gowry Mullick, Vackeel, and others, in Treachery and 
Villainy, they all took Oaths, with their Hands in the Water of the Ganges, amongſt themſelves; ang 
would give me no Papers. By which Means, my Situation being rendered deſtitute, I drew up a cc; 
Statement of my Caſe in a Petition, and ſent a Perſon to preſent it to the Gentlemen in Calcutta; all 
of whom agreed to enquire into it, and ſummoned Bridjoo Kiſhore to appear in Calcutta; he, being 
alarmed at this, wrote to Mr. John Graham, then refiding at Moorſhedabad ; and taking Kiſhen 
Praun Mitter and Gocul Majendar along with him, proceeded to Calcutta, 1 ſent Lalla 
Ameen Chund to Calcutta, Mr. John Graham, in conſequence of the Letter of Bridjqg 
Kiſhore, left Moorſhedabad, and went to Calcutta, where, by Aſſiduity, and recommending 


to Burdwan; upon his Arrival at which Place he took the whole Management of the By. 
neſs to himſelf, and I could obtain no Juſtice, The Seal of my Son was in my Poſſeſſion; when. 
ever any Event happened, I enquired into it, and the Sunnuds were ſealed in my Prefence, Brice 
Kiſhore uſed every Manner of Perſecution to get the Seal from me, I did not however yield jt up. 
At laſt, in the Year 1179, Bridjoo Kiſhore having brought Mr. John Graham from Calcutta to Bur. 
wan, took my Son, who was from Eight to Ten Years of Age, and got him confined under a Guard 
of Sepoys; and having prevented me from eating for Seven or Eight Days, till I was upon the Point 
of Death, I found myſelf without Remedy, and gave the Seal into his Poſſeſſion, Bridjoo Kiſhore 
having thus got the Seal, granted away Land which paid a Revenue to Government, to many 
People, on Acina Tenure, or upon a low Rent, in Dewooter, Bermooter, and Mohutteram, and Kheir. 
al, or Lands held Rent-free; and took ſome Lands likewiſe to himſelf : By this Means the Gc- 
vernment ſuffered a Loſs in its Revenue. Land is the Root from which the Zemindar ſprings : What 


left in his Poſſeſſion? All the Meaſures adopted by him are intentionally to ruin me; beſides this, 
he affixes the Seal to Papers, with the Nature of which I am unacquainted, according to his own 
Pleaſure. It never before this happened, that a Servant, having got the Management of his Maſters 
Buſineſs, engroſſed the Lands which yield a Revenue. No Servant of any Zemindar has behaved 
with ſo much Treachery in any Diſtrict. The Council having granted Twenty thouſand Rupees by 
the Month, or Two Lacks and Forty thouſand Rupees by the Year, as a Fund to defray my Son's 
Expences, gave Aſſignments for that Sum; out of this, Four thouſand Rupees by the Month 
was granted to me, and the Balance of the whole Amount was to remain in Depoſit in the Cheſt, 
till my Son ſhould come of Age, that it might not be ſpent unneceſſarily; this was the Order 
iſſued by the Council. I do not receive the Whole of the Sum of Four thouſand Rupees which was 
granted to me Monthly: What I do receive is not ſufficient to defray my neceſſary Expences ; 1 
{ell my own Effects and Jewels for that Purpoſe. From the Beginning of the Year 1176 to the 
End of 1181, the Money for Six Years 1s not to be found in the Cheſt : Bridjoo Kiſhore Roy, jointly 
with Mr. John Graham, has made away with it: Bridjoo Kiſhore Roy, having obtained the Pa— 
tronage of Mr. John Graham, that Gentleman laviſned every Species of Injuſtice upon me, to which 
he was adviſed by Bridjoo Kiſhore. I never in any one Inſtance was guilty of a Fault towards 
Mr. Graham. Wherefore I beg that Bridjoo Kiſhore may be diſmiſſed from his Office; that the 
Effects and Riches of my Huſband, the Balance of Money which ſhould be in the Cheſt for Six 
Years, the Papers of my Family and Houſhold, may be demanded from the Treaſurer, and ſub- 
mitted to my Inſpection, it will then be known to what Amount Bridjoo Kiſhore has plundered me, 
in order to. procure for himſelf the Patronage of Mr. Graham; how much he has given to that Genile- 


of Bridjoo Kiſhore : To this Day, another Inſtance has never been known of a Servant's oppteſſing 
his Maſter. I have no other Connection but my Son, and to him Bridjoo Kiſhore has at all Times 
ſhewn the greateſt Enmity ; for which Reaſon I am in conſtant Apprehenſion of his Actions. The 
greateſt Villainy has been perpetrated in this Place, as in the Caſe of Maha Rajah Juggut Roy, one 
of my Son's Anceſtors, who was treacherouſly murdered by the Hand of an Enemy; for which 
Reaſon I cannot conſider myſelf ſecure. Ram Caunt Roy, Gocul Majendar, and Gowry Mollick,

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have, before this, made repeated Complaints ; but my bad Fortune ordained, that I ſhould never be 
able to obtain Juſtice, I pray that Kiſhore Roy, and the others who have been unfaithful Servants, 
may be diſmiſſed, and that good Men may be appointed in their Places: For a Penalty Bond, exe- 
cuted by my Huſband, is in the Poſſeſſion of the. Gentlemen of the Council, which runs as fol- 
lows :—T hat if the Revenues of the Government ſhould fall ſhort, he would pay the Balances, on 
Condition that he ſhould receive the Overplus as his Profit: I too promiſe and agree to the ſame 
Terms. TI further pray, that the above-mentioned Servants may be ordered to produce their Ac- 
counts, that what is due from them may be known; and that the Lands which Bridjoo Kiſhore 

ave to others and took for himſelf may be reſumed, and the Revenues thereof paid to Govern-

] have received from your Secretary, Mr. Sumner, Mr. Graham's Anſwer to a Letter, which I had 
ſome Time ago the Honour to lay before you, upon the Subject of Oppreſſions committed upon my 
Family by that Gentleman and Bridjoo Kiſhore. Though it might appear, as Mr, Graham has poſi- 
tively denied every Article of the Charge, that the Whole ſhould, without further Reply, reſt en- 
tirely upon the Proof; yet, as in anſwering a very plain Narrative, Mr. Graham has induſtriouſly in- 
terwoven many Reflections on my private Character; has vehemently accuſed me of Ingratitude, a 
Crime of all «eas the moit odious, yet leaſt admitting of Proof ; has repreſented me as a mere In- 
ſtrument of wicked and malicious Perſons, who, ignorant of the Cauſe they undertake, have no 
other View than that of injuring Mr. Graham's Name: For theſe Reaſons I have taken the Liberty 
to requeſt your Attention to the following further Repreſentations upon this Subject. 

I muſt begin with begging your Forgiveneſs for a Miſtake which the Tranſlator of my laſt Letter 
has been guilty. of, in the Date of Maha Rajah Tillook Chund's Death; where, inſtead of the Year 
1176, he has written 1174. That this is merely a Miſtake in the Tranſlation, a Reference to the Perſian 
Copy, delivered by my Vackeel to your Secretary, Mr. Sumner, will, I believe,fully evince. Mr, Gra- 
ham's Pardon upon this Occaſion I need not aſk ; he has more than ſufficiently made himſelf Amends 
by the unjuſt and ungenerous Concluſions he has drawn from it. To a Mind more diſpaſſionate than 
Mr. Graham's, a ſlight Attention to that Part of my Letter, which particularly ſpeaks of the Em- 
bezzlements, would have ſhewn, that the Alteration of the Date, in the former Part of the Letter, could 
have added no Kind of Force to the Accuſation. Theſe Embezzlements, which, as Mr. Graham juſtly 
remarks, are ſuppoſed to commence from Maha Rajah Tage Chund's Minority, are there ſpect- 
fied to have been committed within Six Years from the Concluſion of the Year 1175. Such a manifeſt 
Contradiction in the Dates could have anſwered no other Purpoſe, than that of affording Opportunity 
to an Adverſary of invalidating the Charge. The further Difference which appears in Mr. Graham's 
and my Account of the Time of Maha Rajah's Death, is owing to this: That it is the conſtant Cuſ- 
tom of the Zemindarry Accounts not to reckon the Year concluded till the Pooneah, or Annual Ad- 
juſtment of the Revenues with the different Land-holders, has taken Place; and therefore, though Maha: 
Rajah did indeed die the Second Month, that is Jaite, of the Year 1177, yet as the Pooneah had not 
then been made, with reſpect to the Zemindar the Year was conſidered as not yet finiſhed. 

Mr. Graham, after a long Enumeration of the religious and other Expences of the Zemindar, con- 
ders it a very concluſive Argument againſt the Charge reſpecting the Embezzlement of the 
25,40, oo Rupees Annual Salary. But if it be conſidered that this Sum is by no Means the only Sup- 

Ply which the Zemindar receives, the Conſequence does, I think, by no Means follow, that theſe Ex- 
pences were defrayed from that alone. At any Rate, I preſume, it will be admitted, that if no Account 
of any Part was rendered me, I had a Right to lay my Demand for the Whole. 

Mr. Graham contends, that his Journey to Calcutta, at the Time my Petition for the Removal of 
Bridjoo Kiſhore was heard in Council, -is unjuſtly and invidiouſly repreſented by me. What were the 
Motives of Mr. Graham's Breaſt, it may perhaps be very difficult to prove; but the extraordinary 
Exertions which he thought proper to make in Favour of Bridjoo Kiſhore, and the Diſſent of Two 

= Members of the Board, which, I believe; will be found upon Record, ſeem to argue, that his Preſence 
| Was at leaſt very neceſſary to the Cauſe he ſo warmly eſpouſed ; and that, whatever was the Occaſion

Obligation, and compelled me very much to alter the Opinion whichimy Gratitude, upon that Occaſion 
might have made me expreſs, With reſpect to the Sunnuds, Mr. Cartier juſtly claims the Whole cf 
my Thanks: Mr. Graham was here no more than an, Agent, being the Company's Servant then g. 
ſiding Chief at Burdwan, and conſequently the Channel through which all public Applications ;, 
the Governor muſt paſs, I am rather ſurprized that, when Mr. Graham diſavows the Power of re. 
moving the Dewan of the Zemindarry, he ſhould claim that of obtaining from his Majeſty the Sun.

ſite, The Murder of Juggut Roy, the Particulars of Which are very circumſtantially recorded in the 
Family, is ſo well known throughout the whole Province of Burdwan, that I am ſurprized Mr. Gra. 
ham ſhould take upon him to contradict it. That Kiſheoram Roy, his Father, was hkewtſe murdered, 
is equally true; but the Inſtance of Juggut Roy, who ſuffered, in Time of Peace, by the Hand of 1 


treacherous Servant, was choſen, as being more applicable to the preſent Caſe. The Event was 


mentioned as an Argument, in ſome Degree, of the Danger to which a Perſon of my Son's Rank 
was expoſed, where his own Servants had acquired too great a Power. Bridjoo Kiſhore is not accuſed 
of the Intention; but the Temptation only, under which he might be ſuppoſed to lie, is ſet forth, 
Villainy ſtops not ſhort in the Midſt of its Career; and ſurely, after having embezzled and ruined 
my Son's whole Fortune, been the Inſtrument of diſgracing him, and groſsly affronting his Mother, 
Prudence itſelf might forbid reſigning the Reins of Power to a Youth, whoſe Indignation he might 
juſtly fear, and whom he had injured beyond the Poſſibility of Forgiveneſs. Whatever Bridjoo K. 
ſhore's Virtue upon the Occaſion might be, I pretend not to ſay ; I accuſe him not; but I think ny 
own Fears fully juſtified, in wiſhing never to put it to the Trial.

This is written in Anſwer to the ſpecious Petition laid before the Board by Bridjoo Kiſhore, 
Rutnee Sur, Father to the ſaid Kiſhore, was formerly Shaickdar of Purgunnah Balee, in Burdwan. 
Raguindee, his Brother, was once employed by me as a Vackeel, and afterwards ſerved Lalla Ameen 
Chund, in the Capacity of a Paiſhcar. Kiſhore himſelf was employed Two or Three different 
Times by Government ; and, upon the Death of his Brother, officiated in his room for ſome Time, 
as Paiſhcar to Ameen Chund. - | | 

Upon the Death of my Huſband, having ſent the ſaid Kiſhore down to Calcutta as my Vackeel, 
in order to procure a Confirmation of the Zemindary in Favour of my Son Rajah Tage Chund, 
he there, by colluſive Means, got himſelf appointed Dewan againſt my Inclination. The bad 
Counſel which the ſaid Kiſhore has always given me, is well known to all Ranks of People. He 
has not rendered an Account of the Jewels, Gold Mohurs, Rupees, rich Cloaths, and other Things 
of Value, which he embezzled. Accounts he has to be ſure given in, both of my Houſhold Ex- 
pences, and other Affairs, but they are far from being ſatisfactory; as, upon a Scrutiny made into 
thein by ſome of my People, it appears, that in the Account he has delivered in of my daily Ex- 
pences during the Year 1180, he has omitted giving any Account of Particulars, and only men- 
tioned at once the Sum Total. It has been the Cuſtom of our Family, always to give Chits, or 
written Orders, for every Thing that is wanted; but theſe the ſaid Kiſhore has taken Care to con- 
ceal, The general Accounts Current which he has delivered in are deficient in the ſame Particulars 
with the daily ones.

The foregoing are the beſt Accounts I have been able hitherto to collect from a Load 
of Papers delivered me by Bridjoo Kiſhore, There is great Reaſon to believe he has not re- 


ſigned the Whole of his Charge, as many Chaſms are till wanting to be filled up. Ir is in 
no Perſon's: Power but his own to give a ſuccinct Account of his Diſburſements, I can 


only anſwer for the Money which ought to have been received by him, agreeable to the Ac- 
count N* 7, incloſed. I hope you will compel him to give a faithful Account of what has 
been done with this Money. If it be thought I have been long in bringing forward the Proof 
of the Charge exhibited by me againſt. Mr, Graham and others, let it be conſidered, that the neceſſary 
Lights were long withheld from me by Bridjoo Kiſhore ; and that, when the Accounts were at 
laſt delivered to me, they were far from being complete; and I had to collect what was 
ſcattered in'a Number of ſmaller Articles through a confuſed Maſs, to make them again in- 
telligible to your Honour, &c.

Bridjoo Kiſhore orders the above Bond to be drawn out, payable to Modun Byſack, for Money bor- 
rowed of him to defray ſome Expence contracted Abroad, but does not receive any Money. The Perſon 
whoſe Buſineſs it is to enter the ſame in the Conſummanny Account, deſires to know how he is to ſet 
down an Account of Money borrowed by the Rajah when no Money has been received: He is told, 
that the Money was borrewed on Account of the Rajah Abroad, from Modun Byſack, and is directed 
to debit the Conſummanny Account for it, as Money received from Modun Byſack, though never re- 
ceived; and to ſet it off again by Durbar Charges, or Houſhold Charges. In this Method the Caſh 
is put right, and Modun Byſack remains with a Credit the Amount of the Rajah's Bond, without hav- 
ing paid any Thing for it. Some Time afterwards Bridjoo Kiſhore orders the Rajah's Bonds to be diſ- 
charged by Two ſeveral Remittances, in Bills of Exchange on Motee Chund's Houſe at Calcutta, in

The foregoing Article may perhaps be made ſtill more intelligible, by the following Tranſlation of 
a Certificate given by Diaram Burraul, Caſh Keeper of the Conſummany belonging to the Rajah of 
Burdwan, on the 17th of the Month Faugur, and Year 1181, Bengal Style, ſaith :—ThatBridgee Kiſſore, 
Roy Dewan to the ſaid Rajah, on the 12th of the Month Chait, and Year 1180, Bengal Style, ſent for 
him to his Houſe, and told him to make out a Bond in the Name of Modun Mohun Byſack, for the 
Sum of 35,000 Rupees; which he did, agreeable to ſuch Orders, and to which the ſaid Bridgee Kiſſore 
Roy affixed the Seal of the ſaid Rajah, and with his own Hand alſo put or wrote down thereon the ſaid 
Sum of 35,000 Rupees; which being done, he, the ſaid Bridgee Kiſſore Roy, then told him to enter 
the ſame in the Conſummany Account, to the Credit of the ſaid Modun Mohun Byſack ;—And upon 
being aſked, To what Account the Uſe or Expence of it ſhould be charged to? anſwered, That it 
muſt be charged as having been ſent to Lallahory Roy, One of the Rajah's Vackeels in Calcutta, for 
the Purpoſe of the Expence of the Office of Conſummaney and other Offices, there having been Order 
given for the leſſening of the Rajah's Salary ; to prevent which, as alſo to ſtrengthen the young Rajah's 
Intereſt, it was neceſſary to make uſe of it, and that therefore it muſt be charged to this Account, and 
to the Credit of the ſaid Modun Mohun Byſack ; that the ſaid Diaram Burraull entered the Tranſac- 
tion in the Books, agreeable to ſuch Inſtructions ; but as to the Caſh, or the ſaid Modun Mohun 
Byſack, he never ſaw either. | 

That on the 19th of the Month Aſſin, and Year 1181, the ſaid Bridgee Kiſſore Roy told him, that 
in order to pay the ſaid Modun Mohun Byſack the Money borrowed of him, to get a Bill of Exchange 
from Mootechund for that Purpoſe ; agreeable to which he procured ſuch Bill from the ſaid Moote- 
chund, in Part of what Money laid in his Hands belonging to the Conſummaney, and thereon charged 
the Caſh Account of the ſaid Conſummaney with it, as having paid off the Money borrowed of the 
laid Modun Mohun Byſack, being 35,000 R', on the 19th of the Month Aſſin; and on the 10th 
of the Month Pooſh another Bill of Exchange was obtained in the like Manner, for 5,085 Rupees, 


being for Intereſt ; amounting in the Whole to 40,085 Rupees.

So long as they 
are kept ſafe, I know that I am ſo: Yet Accidents may happen to them; and where the All of any 
Perſon is at Stake, it is allowable to feel Anxiety. I ſee my Honour, Character, and Fortune, even 
the Splendor of my Houſe, included in their Preſervation ; I feel, upon this Occaſion, both Anxiety 
and Anguiſh. Diſtracted with theſe Reflections, I have ventured to obtain a few Leaves, which 
contain a particular and circumſtantial Proof of Facts ſet forth in my Paper, Ne 3, encloſed in the 
Letter I had the Honour to write to you under Date the 1oth Inſtant : Theſe too 1 am ready to 
reſign into your own Hands, by my Servant, Roopnarain Chowdry, if ſuch be your Will, proſtrating 
myſelf at your Feet, and humbly craving your Pardon for this ſhort Detention of them, in Diſobe- 
dience of your Orders.

, Whateyer Favour and Indulgence ſhall be ſhewn to me and my Family will, I flatter myſelf, be

livered to him; this ſhe profeſſed herſelf unable to do immediately, as they were depoſited in the 
Houſe of the Mohrir ; but promiſed to ſend them in Two or Three Hours, which ſhe accordingly 
did; and they are now in the Poſſeſſion of the Superintendant, under, her Seal. f

The above is the Subſtance of the Evidence which appears upon Record reſpecting theſe 
Charges of the Ranny of Burdwan ;—it appears, that the Ranny intended to bring a Suit againſt 
Mr. Graham before he left India, but that ſhe could not make out ſuch a Caſe to the Law People 
with whom ſhe adviſed, as to induce them to continue the Proceeding ; which certainly furniſhes 
an Argument very favourable to Mr. Graham.—The Evidence is exceedingly confuſed and 1n- 
explicit, but, upon the Whole, I am inclined to think that Money was given to ſome of the 
Company's Servants, as Gratuities or Preſents, on Occaſion of the young Rajah's being appointed

Upon the Whole of the Caſe, I think, before any legal Proceedings are 
taken, it will be proper that the Governor General and Council ſhould make a more particular 
Enquiry into each of the Caſes, in order to aſcertain what Sums were really paid or given to the 
Company's Servants, and on what Account, or under what Pretence : It, on ſuch Enquiry, they 
ſhall be ſatisfied, or have very ſtrong Ground to believe, that Monies have been received by the 
Company's Servants, contrary to the Stipulations of their Covenants, they ought to commence 

proper Suits on the Equity Side of the Supreme Court at Bengal, to have an Account and Pay- 
ment to the Company of all Sums received contrary to the Covenants; and alſo ſuch Perſons as 
are in England, the like Suit ſhould be brought againſt them in the Court of Chancery: When [I 
ſpeak of Money received by the Company's Servants beyond or contrary to their Covenants, I do 
not mean ſuch Nuzzars or Preſents as were given within the limited Sum, according to the Cuſtom 
of the Country; but all Nuzzars or Prefents, under what Pretence ſoever, beyond the Amount of 
the ſtipulated Sums; and alſo all Monies, even under thoſe ſtipulated Sums, received by way of 
Agreement or Bargain, as a Gratui.y or Compenſation for appointing Perſons to Offices, or other- 
wiſe granting them Benefits, which would not have been done independent of ſuch Payments, and 
which therefore I conſider as paid for the Purchaſe of ſuch Offices and Benefits. 

In reſpect to any Monies obtained by the Company's Servants, under any ſecret or implied 
Agreement, out of the Money whereof Kiſhore plundered the Rajah (if any ſuch Monies were re- 
ceived) I think the Company ought not to avail themſelves of them; but that theſe Sums ſhall be re- 


covered by the Rajah, as Sums of which he was defrauded by the Connivance between his Servants 
and the Company's Servants, |

In the Month of Aſdar, in the Bengal Year 1181 (June 1774) Mr. Vanſittart, who was then Chief 
of the Burdwan Diſtrict, repreſented to us, That the Ranny of Amboa, who has Poſſeſſion of the Pur. 
gunnah of Sainpaharry and other Mahals, in which the Chucla of Burra Dewry is included, was very 
much involved in Debt; that her Creditors were urgent for Payment, which greatly diſtreſſed her; 
that One of them having preferred a Complaint to the Court of Dewanny Adaulut, had actually ob- 

. tained a Decree againſt her; that, in conſequence, the Payment of her Revenue was interrupted, and ſhe 
herſelf diſtreſſed to provide for the Expences of her Houſe ; that ſhe was not able to diſcharge her 
Debts ; that the Intereſt on them was daily accumulating ; and that if ſome one did not aſſiſt her, ſhe 
muſt ſhortly be inevitably ruined : He therefore deſired we would aſſiſt her with a Loan to a large 
Amount, to pay off a Part of her Creditors ; and propoſed that we and the remaining Creditors ſhould 
be pad by an Aſſignment of Lands, the Produce of which ſhould be divided in equal Proportions 
amongſt us. | Ee | 

We agreed to this Propoſal, and accordingly lent her the Sum of 1,66,400 Rupees, at 2 per 

Cent. per Month Intereſt, which was the Rate we were authorized to receive by the Governor and 
Council, and which was as low as any of the Merchants received. The Whole of this Sum was ap- 
plied by her to the Diſcharge of her Debts to ſeveral of the Merchants; a Liſt of whoſe Names, with 

the Particulars, is in our Poſſeſſion; and ſhe gave us a Bond for it, under Date the 18th Sawun 1181. 
The remaining Debts, due from her to other Merchants, amounted to Rupees 1,697,000, which, added 

to the Loan we granted her, made the Sum of Rupees 3,33,400. For the Payment of theſe Debts, the 
Ranny ſeparated ſeveral Mahals from the Dowry, and aſſigned them to us. The Revenue of theſe 
Mahals, agreeable to the Huſtabood, ſhould amount to a Lack of Rupees a Lear; and the Ranny en- 
tered into an Engagement that they ſhould remain in our Charge till the Debts were completely paid; 
and that, in caſe of their producing leſs than a Lack of Rupees, ſhe would make up the Deficiency out 
of her own Treaſury. We alſo engaged, that if in any Year the Produce ſhould exceed a Lack of 
Rupees, the Overplus ſhould be paid to the Ranny—The Merchants were to receive a Lack of Ru-

As ſuch 
an Accuſation againſt the Gentlemen, to whom I never had given any Money, would fix a great 
Stain upon my Charater—he paid no Attention to my Orders, I therefore diſmiſſed him my Ser-

my Dowry Farms.. Bindabund ought to have received his Orders from me alone, but he never re- 
c1.tived any Orders from me to act in the Manner he has done: Why ſhould he act from himſelf? I 
never impowered him to tranſact any Kind of Buſineſs,” without firſt acquainting me, and obtaining 
my Conſent. I never placed Confidence in him, as I did not appoint him of my own free Will: 
He was not my Choice, he was in a Manner forced upon me by the Burdwan Ranny, who ſaid, 
he was a Man of Abilities, for he could read Bengal, and underſtood: Perſians; ſhe then gave him 
a Seropaw, and, contrary to my Inclination, appointed him my Dewan, I then told her, That I 
ſhould carry him with me to Amboa, where I might be able to learn whether or not he was a 
good Man; that if I found him fo, I ſhould keep him, if otherwiſe, I ſhould diſmiſs him,

Mr. kfigginſon remarks, That it is already the Opinion of the Majority of the Board, that Binda- 
bund ſhould be furniſhed with Copies of the Amboa Ranny's Anſwers, which reſpect him: Theſe, he 
thinks, ſhould be now ordered to. be delivered to him ; and till we get his Replies to them, no Queſtion 
occurs to Mr. Higginſon as neceſſary to put to him.

and each received Beetle from her; though, for Months before, ſhe had Peons Mohuſſel over them, 
that they might render their Accounts to Bindabund, the Succeſſor of her late deceaſed Dewar 
whom ſhe had diſmiſſed and diſgraced, with the above Servants in Queſtion.;' all being concerned wy 
gether in the embezzling and making away with the Produce of the Revenues ariſing out of her 
Dewry Farms, and involving her beſides over Head and Ears in Debt. Is it not likewiſe unac. 
- countably ſtrange, ſhe ſhould, without Intimation of her Intention to this Board, diſmiſs her faithful 
Servant, Bindabund, who had juſt before been ſent by her to us, inveſted with full Commiſſion to act 
in every Thing towards her Intereſt :: ! 

In a few Words I will explain the Epithet of Faithful, uſed by me as above, and which 
is as follows: That TI: am informed, ſince this Man has taken Charge of the Management 
of the Burro Dewry Farms, he has very conſiderably increaſed the Revenue: I v uld not be 
underſtood, in railing them above their real Value; but by diſpoſſeſſing thoſe Farmers who, 
by unfair Means, held Farms at an under Rent to what they formerly let for. You are ſen- 
ſible, Gentlemen, we have one ſtriking Inſtance of this now under our Conſideration; in which 
ſtrongly appears the Power Modon Mohon Chowdry, alias Bhowanny Metre, held over the Amboa 
Ranny's Dewan, in taking by Force from Jugul Mokerjee his Farm, belonging to the Dewry 
Lands; and the Cruelty of it was particularly ſo, as the Crop was then upon the Ground: Alſo 
he had received the Pooneah Chief, and paid up. Four Months of the Revenue of the new Year, and 
not a ſingle Rupee Balance on the old One. But to make good my Obſervation of the late Prac- 
tice of deducting the Revenues' of the Farms, he, Bhowanny, obliged Ram Hurry Chowdry to re.

Next comes Simker Bhoſe, who informs the Council, He has received a Letter from the Rannpy, 
acquainting him, ſhe has turned out her Dewan, Bindabund, and appointed him her temporary Agent 
here; who aſſumes an immediate Conſequence to himſelf upon it, and publicly. inſults the Zemin- 
dary Dewan, and Roopnarain Chowdry, the Guardians of the Rajah, with a frivolous Accuſation 
againſt this Child of a Rajah having put Six Peons over him; and claiming, the Protection of the 
Council againſt him. What then follows? Caſt but an Eye over her different Arzees; obſerve, 
what ſhe has had wrote for her One Day, ſhe in the next Letter denies, the whole Subſtance of: Her 
Replies to our Queſtions, put by Mr. Duncanſon, how very inconfiſtent. What Faith or Dependence 
can we put in all theſe Matters ? It is viſible to me, and I ſhould imagine it muſt be ſo to the Board, 
that this poor old Ranny is-evidently agitated by the different Adviſers ſhe admits: to her Cloſer, 
who have guided her agreeable to their ſeparate Views and Intereſts, One Party endeavour to 
prevent all Accounts being produced; and to augment the Diſſentions between the Rajah's Mother 
and Grandmother, which they have already promoted. Others again are at work upon her, to 
make her acknowledge her Debts to be juſt, and which ſhe' will diſcharge, being well ſatisfied with 
every one; otherwiſe ſhe will loſe her Dewry Farms; when the Drift of this, I ſhould ſuppoſe, is, to 
get written Evidence againſt her, that may hereafter ſerve: their Purpoſes in a Court of Juſtice. On 
the other Hand, the Rajah's Family wiſh to have the Accounts well looked into; the good and bad, 
if any, ſeparated, and a final Adjuſtment take place; to relieve her from the preſent Diſtreſſes and 
Trouble ſhe is in; to ſatisfy her legal Creditors ; and bring Honour and Credit to themſelves, b 
putting an End to the Enmity now ſubſiſting in the Family, that brings Diſgrace upon the Rajah. 
Theſe are laudable Motives, and I hope will be attended to. Lalla Coſhaul Chund has already pre- 

| ferred an Arzee to the Council, with this Deſign, in the Name of the Rajah, I then thought, and am 
_ ſtill of Opinion, it was introduced in a diſreſpectful Manner; and was therefore ſilent upon the Occa- 
ſion. However, I am now thoroughly convinced, in my own Mind, it is the only Meaſure we can 
adopt to eſtabliſh Harmony in the Family, where there ſhoald be but One joint Intereſt for the Good 
of the Whole: and I do conceive other ſalutary Effects will be derived therefrom, by overſetting the 
Schemes of all Parties from carrying on the Colluſion any longer; and we may be furniſhed with the 
Accounts we want. At preſent, every Thing ſeems to be at a Stand, with the Ranny's being at a 
Loſs who to truſt with her Concerns. It is rumoured abroad, that a young Man, the Sono. icio 
Kiſhore Roy, will be appointed her Dewan: That we muſt by all Means prevent ; the Father has 
had too much to do with her late Affairs, that he ſhould again have any Thing to ſay to them now: 
Therefore I propoſe that Lolla Coſhau ith Roopnarain Chowdry, be without Delay fully 


inveſted to take Charge, and act entirely independent of the Amboa Ranny, who is too old, and en-

I have had the Honour to receive your Letter of the 6th Inſtant, 

In Conformity to your -Orders, I have again enjoined the Mohurets of the Amboa Ranny to be as 
expeditious as poſſible in preparing the Accounts relative to the Dowry Debt, which they inform 
me will be ready To-morrow. I will, agreeable to your Orders, bring with me to Burdwan, Kiſſen 
Ram Metre and Ramnaut Metre, together with Two or Three of the Mohurers, who have been employ- 
ed in forming theſe Accounts, and are well acquainted with every Particular regarding then. 

J have acquainted the Ranny that her Claims for Deductions cannot be admitted of; and that in 
Conſequence of her former Repreſentations, you had recommended to the Governor General, &c. 
Council of Revenue, to allow her the Sum of Rupees 1,862. 8. 15.. which had been hitherto An- 
nually granted her, according to Cuſtom ; and if it was approved it would be granted her, otherwiſe 
not ; and that you had directed me to call upon her for the immediate Diſcharge of the Amount that 
now ſtood againſt her, excluſive of that Sum, amounting to Rupees 8,500. 7 An'. 1 Pice. She then 
repreſented to me, that it was impoſſible ſhe could pay it immediately; and begged that a Kiſt- 
bundy might be granted her, to diſcharge the Amount within Four Months. 

In Conſequence of her very earneſt Solicitations, I now take the Liberty of incloſing you a Let-

Mr. Duncanſon is poſſeſſed of Ability and Underſtanding; and I am much pleaſed with his Con- 
duct, remitting, in Part of my laſt Year's Balance, the Sum of R' 1,862. 8. 3. He with the utmoſt 
Strictneis hath required Payment of the Remainder, I repreſented, that if the Gentlemen do not 
remit the Amount whereof I complained, a conſiderable Amount became due from me; and now. 
in what Manner could it be paid up? I therefore requeſted he would be favourably pleaſed to 
form a Kiſtbundy, and receive it accordingly : He anſwered, This Matter doth not belong to my 
Authority. — I then begged he would be pleaſed to wave the Demand for Five or Six Days, in 
which Time I might repreſent the Matter to the Chief; and requeſted he would likewiſe write to 
the Council on the Subject: After much Converſation, he at length aſſented.

The Chief enters the following Remarks on the preſent State of the Enquiry into the Parti- 
culars of the Mortgage and Loans on the Dewery Lands. — 

L agree entirely in Sentiment with Mr. Roſewell, that much Colluſion ſeems to exiſt between 
the Amboa Ranny and the Zemindary People, who were Candidates for the Management of her 
Rents, as an Object worthy of their Intrigues; and that the Iſſue of our Enquiry into the Reality of 
the Mortgage and Particulars of the juſt Debts againſt the Dowree Lands, remains in a crude, in-

the Honourable Court of Directors, yet is and has been miſled by intereſted Miniſters, inſomuch 

as not to have been privy to the Mortgage on her Lands; which Meaſure ſeems to have been taken 

ſolely through her Agents. The Appointment and Diſmiſſion of her Servants, is a Right which 

ſhe certainly holds, in common with every Native that is not a Penſioner of Government; nor is 

ſhe amenable te us for the Removal of Bindabund, the Fidelity of whoſe Services ſhe does not 

ſeem quite convinced of. She aſſerts his having been forced on her by the Burdwan Ranny, of 

whom he is known to be a Dependant ; and is not reputed to be a Man converſant in Buſineſs, but

9. and the Yearly Intereſt, at the Rate of 
24 per Cent. to Rupees 71,918. 4. As the accumulating Intereſt will, in a very ſhort Time, amount 
to a heavy Sum, the Ranny has earneſtly requeſted of me to repreſent to you the Neceſlity there 
is for a Bundabuſt being ſpeedily found, in ſuch a Manner as will in ſome Degree free her from 
her preſent Difficulties, and enable her in Time to diſcharge her Debts ; for at preſent ſhe 1s 
utterly incapable. But I am very apprehenſive, from what I have learned, that even then ſhe will 
be equally unable, provided the Lands are to be managed by her Servants ; who, it is evident, 
keep her ignorant of every Circumſtance regarding her own Affairs, to ſuch a Degree, that ſhe 
does not even know the Amount of her Annual Revenue to Government; from which Circumſtance 
there are the greateſt Reaſons to ſuppoſe her unacquainted with the real Profits accruing from her 
Dowry Farms.

The Profits upon Torroff Montiſſer, I have been informed, would amount to very near 
3,00,000 Rupees Yearly, provided that the Ranny's Servants were debarred from holding the 
Farms in their own Hands; by which Means the Lands are greatly under-rated, and the Pro- 
fits, that otherwiſe would accrue, embezzled. Quantities of Ground brought under the Heads 

of Khyraut Deavetter, &c. but in Fact applied by her Servants to their own Purpoſes, would 
make ſome Addition in the Moffuſil Bundabuſt, In fine, the Ranny's Servants make a Prey 
of her; and, from the above Particulars, there is the greateſt Grounds to think the Payment 
of her Debts never will be effected, circumſtanced in the Manner ſhe is at preſent. 

To acquire a thorough Knowledge of the Value and Extent of the Dowry Lands, the Doul 
Pottahs and Cabooleats of the Ryotts might be examined, and the Jumma of each Village aſ- 
certained ; which would effectually relieve the Ranny from the Intrigues and Chicanery of her 
Servants, and enable Government to apply (with a Certainty of her having ſufficient for her 

Support) ſuch Part of her Profits, as they might deem reaſonable, to the Diſcharge of her 
Debts.

The Ranny's Expences might be greatly leſſened, without hurting the Dignity of her Station; 
for ſhe has Numbers of unneceſſary Servants and Prieſts, together with a vaſt Concourſe of va- 
grant Hindoo hy rag upon whom ſhe beſtows large Sums of Money : But whether her Ser- 
vants pay theſe Sums or not, it is hard to ſay; but it is moſt likely they appropriate a Part 
of them to their own Uſe. F | 

If the Dowry Lands are to continue under the Management of her Servants, or ſhould even 
any Perſon be appointed, before an Inveſtigation takes Place into the Extent and real Value of 
them, it is but natural to imagine, that the Ranny will ſtill be abuſed, and the Money miſ- 
appropriated z as well as Government prevented from getting that Information which is requiſite 
to enable them to form ſome Adjuſtment of her Debts, which is ſo earneſtly requeſted by her. 
For being as yet utterly unacquainted with the real State of her Affairs, her Servants will, in 
all Probability, keep her in the Dark ; and how is it poſſible ſhe can remedy this Evil ? it being 
Evident that ſhe has not a ſingle Servant whom ſhe ought to depend upon; they being all

If the Meaſures ſhe intends purſuing are conſented to, viz. that of delivering up the Lands to 
the Management of thoſe People whom ſhe may appoint, the Money ſhe owes will be in a very 
precariqus Situation, and in all Probability will never be recovered; as it is known by Expe- 
rience, that the Natives in general meaſure out their Honeſty in Proportion to the Ability of 
their Maſter, or through Dread of their Miſdeeds coming to Light, A Woman, who devotes 
all her Time to Worſhip, confined by the Cuſtom of her Country to the recluſe Life of the Zen- 
nana, together with her great Age and declining Underſtanding, muſt undoubtedly be a Prey to 
her deſigning Servants, and miſled by them in every Circumſtance where ſhe has neither Abilities 

nor Opportunities to counteract them; the more ſo, as the Dowry Lands are fo interſperſed through- 
out the Province. | 8 | ; 

I have been told that the Ranny's Expences do not amount to above Seven or Eight thouſand 
Rupees, at moſt, per Annum; and that her Servants make a Cuſtom of debiting her 20 Rupees for 
every 15 Rupees diſburſed. An Allowance of 60,000 Rupees Yearly, until ſuch Time as her Debts 
are diſcharged, would maintain her, I am told, very genteelly.—I hope, Gentlemen, you will excuſe 
the Liberty I have taken in offering theſe Hints; and impute it to a Deſire of giving you every 
Information that comes within my local Knowledge, on a Subject where the immediate Welfare of 
a large Part of the Burdwan Collections ſeems to be materially concerned. |

Mr. Barwell—1 conceive the General's Motion to extend far beyond the Point recommended to 
the Board by the Council of Burdwan ; and that it goes to the Ejection of the Ranny from the 
Management of her Eſtates, and the rendering her a mere Penſioner of Government. To this Mo- 
tion I object, unleſs all the Dowry Lands of Burdwan are put upon the ſame Footing ; and no Diſ- 
tinction made between the young Ranny, the Mother of the Rajah, who has been a very buſy Agent 
in the Burdwan Scenes that appear upon our Records, and the Amboa Ranny, who has declined, 
either from a Diſtaſte to engaging in Scenes of Contention and 'Complaint, 'or from having no Caules 
given her to complain in troubling this Government. This is the Ground of my Objection to any 
Diſtinction being made between the Two Rannies, I am of Opinion, that the Amboa Ranny, cir- 
cumſtanced as ſhe is, being deprived of her Lands, will convey to the Minds of the Natives rather an 
Idea that her Conduct cannot plead the ſame Merits to the Favour of the Board, as the Rajah's 
Mother ; and not that any other Cauſe has influenced the ReſoJution which ſhall deprive her of the 
Dowry Lands. Having made my Objections to the General's Motion, I will now ſpeak to the Point 
recommended by the Council of Burdwan, in the Senſe in which I underſtand it. The Words of their 
Recommendation are, That a truſt-worthy Perſon be entertained, on the Part of Government, to 
ſuperintend in the Management of the Farm, who may prevent the Lands being, as 1s at preſent 
the Caſe, under-let ; that the full Amount of the Rents may be brought to the Ranny's Credit, by 
which Government may receive its due, and a Depolit be lodged for her Maintenance, and the gra- 
dual Diſcharge of her juſt Debts be effected, as ſoon as they may be aſcertained with any Degree 
of Preciſion. This, I conceive, is not propoſed to extend to the Diſmiſſion of the Revenue Officers 
employed by the Ranny, or to deprive her of the Management of her Eſtates; but rather an Officer 
to be nominated with the Charge ſimilar to a Truſtee, to receive the Rents of the Eſtate, and to ſee 
it applied in ſuch Manner as the Government may direct: To this Propoſition I have not the leaſt 
Objection. I think the Meaſure a very ſalutary one, and neceſſary to ſecure the Creditors in the 
Receipt of their juſt Dues: Without ſome ſuch Check, I am ſenſible that the Ranny's Income will be 
ſwallowed up in the Expences of her Houſhold.

General Clavering—My Reaſon for agreeing to the Propofal made to us by the Council of Burd- 
wan, repreſented by Mr. Stephenſon and Mr. Higginſon, is, that it appears that the Dowry Lands 
are much more valuable than the Sums at which they have been rated to pay to Government. It 
ſeems that this Settlement has been purpolely ſo contrived, to furniſh an Opportunity to make the 
Embezzlements which appear in the Burdwan Accounts. I am told it has not been unuſyal to con- 
fine the Vackeel of the Ranny, till he was compelled to ſubmit to make Donations 22 Name; 
and when he had the Money to pay thoſe Donations, Sums were borrowed of a Third Perſon, at Two 
or Three per Cent. per Menſem: Hence ariſes the accumulated Debt of 3, 33, ooo and odd Rupees. 
The Ranny, who, as I underſtand, is exceedingly old, and incapable-of taking any Concern herſelf 
in her Affairs, declares, in the Interrogatories which ſhe underwent, That ſhe did not know that 
any Money had been borrowed from Huzzurymull on her Account : In ſhort, that ſhe was totally 
unacquainted with the whele Tranſaction of the Loan which was divided amongſt the Gentlemen of 
the Council of Burdwan. It is for this Reafon that I think it neceſſary to take the Management of 
her Lands from her, and to commit them to the Charge of the Council at Burdwan. What Mr.

Par. 6. We advided you in our Letter per Houghton, that Ranny 88 the Zemindar of Ri: e- 
ſhahy, had proved very backward in her Payments. On the firſt Notice of this from the Collector, we 
empowered him to ale proper Meaſures for ſecuring the whole Revenues of the Diſtrict, without 
Exception to the Ranny's Family Lands, and preventing any Part thereof being miſapplied; we allo 
directed, that no further Payments ſhould be made of her ready Money Allowance, i in order to ſecure 
every Reſource poſſible for making good the Balance that might remain undiſcharged at the End of 
the Year. Although theſe Meaſures were attentively carried into Execution by Mr. Middleton, yet 
we received Advice, ſome Time after, from the Provincial Council of Moorſhedabad, that they had 
not been productive of the defired Succeſs ; for that the Deficiencies in the Rajeſhahy Diſtrict were 
ſtill very large. On this, we determined to make, through that Board, a Declaration to the 
Ranny, that if ſhe did not pay up the Revenue due from her, to the End of che Bengal Month of 
Maug (10th F. ebruary) by the 2oth Phaugun (or iſt March) we ſhould be under the Neceſſity of de- 
priving her of her Zemindary, and putting it into the Poſſeſſion of thoſe, who would be more 
punctual in fulfilling their Engagements with Government. Of the Effect of this Declaration the 
Gentlemen at Moorſhedabad have not yet adviſed us; but you may depend on our purſuing vigorous 
Meaſures for realizing whatever Deficiency | may remain uncollected, and adopting the Plan which 
ſhall appear moſt eligible for ſecuring the future Revenue of the Diſtrict.

In our i per Reislution we acquainted you of the Declirstioh we had ba the 
Gentlemen of Moorſhedabad to make to the Ranny. A confiderable Delay intervened before we re- 
ceived Advice of the Effect of this Declaration; we therefore repeated our Requiſition for the Ranny's 
Anſwer, and called on the Gentlemen for ſuch Accounts, as would ſerve to give, us a compleat In- 
ſight of the Collections of the Diſtrict, and for their Sentiments of the Plan moſt eligible to be pur- 
ſued in a future Settlement of it, mould the Ranny's Reply amount to a Failure in our Demand. 
The Space which had intervened from the Receipt of our former Orders, the Gentlemen had occupied 
in realizing as much as poſſible of the Revenue, and aſcertaining the ultimate Expectations of Re- 
coveries from the Lands, and from the Ranny. With their Advices on theſe Heads, they ſub-

Further PETITION of the Zemindar of Rajiſhahy. 


In the Year 1179 the Engliſh Gentlemen of the Sircar did blend all the old Rents ef my Lands 
together, and did make the Zellidarry Muttoot, and other temporary Rents, perpetual ; and, making 
no Deduction for the great Deſertion of Ryotts, I received from them the Country in this Condition, 
and gave a Tahood or Agreement for the Revenues. I am an old Zemindar ; and not being able to 
Tee the Griefs of my Ryotts, I agreed to take the Country as a Farmer. I ſoon examined the 
Country, and found there was not enough in it to pay the Rents. 

In 1179 I borrowed Money, and paid the Revenues. In 1180 former Benet from 
Deſertion, and the Zellidarry Muttoot above mentioned, with an additional Ruſſecd or ] ncregſe, tell 
heavy on me together; and I could not collect ſo much as the Demand on me. The high Ground of 
Raurah yielded nothing, for Want of Water; and in Battareah, &c. which is very low, the Gentlemen 

took the Poorlbundee into their own Hands, and made the Banks. And in Bhadoon, or Augult 1773, 
the Banks broke, and the Ryotts Grounds and their Crops failed, by being overflowed with Water. 
I am a Zemindar, ſo was obliged to keep the Ryotts from Ruin, and gave what Eaſe to them J 
5 could, by giving them Time to make up their Payments; and requeſted the Gentlemen would, in 


the ſame Manner, give me Time, when I would alſo pay up the Revenue; but not crediting me, they 
were pleaſed to take the Cutcherry from my Houſe, and bring it away to Mootyile, and "employed 
Dullul Roy as a Servant, and Sejawaul, to collect the Revenues from me and the Country, 

4 The Sejawaul, wiſhing to make me odious, and for his own Profit, did collect, by robbing the 
Ryotts, all the Money he could, beſides the Jumma (which alone included all the juſt Rents) ; and 
he collected by theſe Means more than he brought to the Cutcherry. Raja Davi Sing did moreover 
ſtop ſome of the Collections (by his Aumeens going into the Country in collecting Time) which 
ſhould have been made on my Account, and brought to my Credit. 

Then my Houfe was furrounded, and all my Property enquired into; what Collections I had 
made, as Farmer and Zemindar, was taken, what Money 1 borrowed, and my Monthly Allowances, 
all were taken, and made together R* 22, 38, 674. 

In] the new Year 1181, for the Amount of 22, 2, 8 1), the Country was given in Farm to Dulleil- 
Roy, taking from me all Authority. Then Dullul Roy, and Peraeen Boſs, a low Man, put on the 
Country more Taxes; viz.

I came from Kurnagur to Culcutta with this Intention, that, being happily admitted i into your 
Preſence, I might lay before you an Account of the deſolate State of the Diſtrict, and the Embezzle- 
ments of the Engliſh Gentlemen, by Means of their Banyans, within theſe Two Years paſt; but my 
ill Fortune prevented me from waiting upon you. I afterwards heard, that it was not your Pleaſure 
I ſhSuld remain in Calcutta; from the Fear of incurring your Diſpleaſure I therefore retired to the Vil- 
lage of Kurnagur. The Particulars of what I would lay before you are theſe : That the Defendants, be- 
ſides the Sums that they have oppreſſively and unjuſtly taken from the Zemindary, have not paid into 


the Company's Caſh the Sums which I raiſed from my own Eſtate (by the Sale of Jewels and Ap- 


paratus of Worſhip, and by Loans of Money) for the Diſcharge of the Revenues ; but the whole Sum 
has been ſunk; and the Defendants have written off the Amount to Balance: A ſeparate Account 
of theſe Sums accompanies this. I humbly requeſt that I may be called into your Preſence, and 
allowed to prove my Allegations reſpecting theſe Sums; and to lay my Complaint againſt all thoſe 
who, under the Name of Farmers of Land in my Zemindary, have embezzled to very great Amounts. 
If the Oppreſſor deny the Charge ſpecified in the accompanying Account, I requeſt that an Aumeen 
be appointed, before whom I will inconteſtibly prove the Truth of what I have advanced. Delaleram, 
who is a weak Man, and totally unqualified to manage the Accounts, or tranſact the Buſineſs of the 
Country; has united himſelf with -Praun Boſe, a lo- Servant, who is accountable to me for very 

large Sums of Money; and, having taken a Farm, drives the Ryots from their Habitation, and renders 
the Country deſolate. There are now in Calcutta Numbers of the Ryots preferring their Complaints 
againſt him. I humbly hope, that Delaleram may be diſcharged, and ſome other Perſon appointed 


to his Place; that in ſettling the Revenues of the preſent Year I/ may unite my Endeayours with 
him to render the Country flouriſhing, and tranſact the Buſineſs through him. I humbly hope, that

General Clavering—The Perſian Letter delivered by Rajah Ramkiſſen's Vackeel has his Seal 
upon the Cover of it, which is, I underſtand, the uſual Mark by which all Letters are authenticated. 
The Tranſlation, I have no Doubt, has been made in Calcutta, where the Tranſlations of all Petitions 
are made; beſides, it is authenticated by Ramchund Sean, and Kauzim Ally Khan, the Two Perſons 
who have fixed their Hands, and declare Rajah Ramkiſſen's Seal was affixed to the Petition. At all 
Events, Rajah Ramkiſſen's Vackeel has delivered in both the Perſian Petition and the Tranſlation, 
together with the annexed Papers, and is anſwerable to the Board for their Authority. With regard 
to the Aſſertions contained in the Petition itſelf, Rajah Ramkiſſen deſires that he may be permitted 
to come to Calcutta, to be examined upon them.

Sale of my Goods, and taking up Money upon Intereſt, raiſed the ſtipulated Amount. The Offi- 
cers on the Part of the Company, with great Injuſtice, did not bring to Account the Whole of this 
Amount paid by me, and there was in conſequence a Nett Balance declared to be due from me, of 
R' 2,00,000. I was then turned out of the Farm, and it was given to Deloil Roy, at the Rent of 
R* 23,05,000, The Conduct of Deloil Roy has been ſo oppreſſive in the Management of the Farm, 
that there are now at the Prefidency Five hundred of the principal Ryots with Complaints againſt - 
him. The Ryots have no other Intereſt in the Continuance or Removal of thoſe who are ſet over 
them, than as they find themſelves leniently or oppreſſively treated. The Difficulties and Expences, 
to plain unlettered Men, attending an Appeal to the ſuperior Members of Government, is an Induce- 
ment to them to bear, when it is not exceſſive, even ſome Degree of Oppreſſion. The Oppreſſions 
committed upon the Body and inferior Part of the People, more peculiarly cry out for the Attention 
of Government; they may be ſaid to cruſh the very Seeds of Fertility and Proſperity in the Country, 
and they diſcover in the ſtrongeſt Manner the deliberate and ſtudied Rapaciouſneſs of the Oppreſſor, 
who can travel through every Village and Hamlet, collecting with patient Cruelty the ſcanty Fruits 
of Induſtry and Labour: Theſe Motives have always induced the former Rulers of this Country 
to liſten with peculiar Indulgence to the Remonſtrances and Complaints of this uſeful Body of 


Men. The preſent Occaſion particularly demands the Ear of the Honourable Board. This is now 


the Seaſon for tilling the Earth, a great Part of it is indeed elapſed, The Ryots, who are now at the 
Preſidency, are the principal Men in their ſeveral Villages; they may be ſaid ro repreſent the Villages 


to which they belong.

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By the Clauſe in the Act of Parliament quoted in the Report made by General Clavering, Colonel 
Monſon, and myſelf, on Coja Kework's Petition, I underſtand it to be the Intention of the Legiſ- 
lature to reſtrict every Britiſn Subject, except the Eaſt India Company in their Corporate Capacity, 
from being anyway concerned in the inland Purchaſe or Sale of Salt, from, the Firſt of Auguſt 1774.

Reſumed the Conſideration of the Queſtion propoſed Yeſterday by the General. 
The Honourable Mr. Monſon delivers in the following Opinion upon the Queſtion. 


Mr. Monſon—1 am of Opinion, that Dulul Roy ſhould be ſent into the Moffuſſil, to account 
with the preſent Farmer's Gomaſtah for all Collections he may have made in the Current Year 1182 ; 
and as he is ſaid to have made unwarrantable Exactions on the Ryots, his Conduct ſhould be en- 
quired into, conformable to the Regulations that Izadars are on no Account to demand more from 
the Ryots than what is mentioned in their own Pottah and Cabooleat, and in the Pottah of the 
Ryots ; ſhould it be proved that they have received more, they muſt not only refund what they had 
ſo taken, but alſo pay a perpetual Fine to Government. 
Prawn Boſe, an old Servant of the Rajah, ought not to hs . by Dulail Roy; I do not 
know by what Authority or Right he detains him; it appears eſſential to the Settlement of this 
Year's Rent, that he, and the Sheriſta Account of the laſt Year's Settlement, be delivered over to 
the new Renter, to form the proper Bundabuſt of the Year, and to enable the Rajah to recover his 


old Debts from him. If the Rajah's Debtors be improperly protected by Perſons out of Authority, 


and kept from him, it cannot be expected that he ſhould make good his Engagements with Govern- 
ment. Mr. Baber has exceeded his Authority in ſending for aul Doſs and others; as it is an 
expreſs Injunction, that no Sepoys or Peons are to be ſent by the Collector i into the Diſtricts of the 
Farmers, except when the Power of the Farmer is inſufficient to enforce Juſtice or maintain the 
Peace of the Country. The Farmer did not require the Interpoſition of Government, he would 
have ſettled his Affairs with theſe Perſons, if the Authority of Government had not interfered ; by 
which Means he is deprived of thee Advantages which he has a NI to expect from it 3 theſe

The Board may 
eaſily correct any Errors of mine, by an Enquiry of thoſe who are acquainted with the ancient and 
official Practice of Goverfiment in Caſes of this Nature. 3dly. Becauſe I am informed that Dulal 
Roy has made no Collections ſince the Commencement of the new Year, the Ceremony of the 
Poonea not having been performed in any Part of the Zemindary.

General Clavering—I underſtand that the Farmers throughout all Bengal enjoy the Privilege of 
confining the Perſons of the Under Renters and Collectors, until they have rendered a faithful Ac- 
count of the Money which they have collected, to the Upper Farmer. I vill not juſtify the Propriety 
of delegating ſuch a Power to a Farmer; and it appears to me to be one of thoſe Inſtitutions which 
ouglit to be aboliſhed before this Government can recover its former flouriſning State: When the Col- 
lectors have eſtabliſned any unuſual Tax, and raiſed more from the Ryotts than they were authorized 
to do by the Terms of the Pottahs, it has been the Practice to ſend Aumeens into the Diſtricts 
to inveſtigate the Facts, and redreſs the Complaints. I once propoſed that Mode, but the Governor 
General excepted to it, by ſaying that the Aumeens could not be depended on; and as there ap- 
| Pears to me no other Method of making a local Inveſtigation, than by ordering the Farmer himſelf, 
and his Collectors, into the Zemindary, before whom an Inveſtigation of the Ryotts Complaints 
may take place, I am compelled to adhere to my former Propoſition ; otherwiſe I am afraid the 
preſent Farmer will have but tao much Reaſon to plead the Inability of the Ryotts to pay their 
Rents to him, if the Ryotts are not reimburſed the immenſe Sums which have been oppreſlively 
raiſed upon him by different Kinds of Mathoot, by Dulal Roy. N > | 
Governor General I muſt obſerve, that the Caſe is widely different between the Practice quoted 
by the General, of allowing the Head Farmers the Liberty of uſing coercive Means with their Under 
Farmers for the Recovery of their Rents, and that propoſed to be now introduced, of inveſting the 
new Farmer with the like Authority over his Predeceſſor in the ſame Truſt.—In the firſt Caſe, the 
Principal, by the Nature of the Engagements, has a Right to make the Man accountable to him to 
whom he has delegated his Authority, and from whom he has legal Claims. It is a Privilege which 
may be ſafely allowed to the Head Farmer, with the Reſerve of an Appeal to Government, for its In- 
tervention, in Caſes of diſputed Claims, of which the Principal, being a Party, cannot, with Propriety, 
be the Judge. But in the Second Caſe, it would be to arm one Man with a Power to exerciſe the 
moſt rigorous Oppreſſions over his Equal, over his Enemy, and Competitor, without any Pretext 
of actual Engagements, and with the ſtrongeſt Temptations of Self*Intereſt, as well as Revenge, 
to abuſe the Truſt thus repoſed in him. To commit ſo dangerous an Authority to the Charge 
of Ramkiſſen, the preſent Farmer, in the eee e own Ryotts, of 
former unwarranted Exactions, would be atten with this further ill Conſequence, That it 
would enable him at-the affe Time, tö effect the Concealment of the like Exactions committed by 
ifelf while he had the Farm, before Dulal Roy was appointed to it. I have been informed that 
the latter formed his Collections preciſely on the Settlement which had been before made by 
Ramkiſſen, or whoever had the Direction of the Farm for the Ranny of nn. i ; 
To do effectual Juſtice to the Ryotts, and to prevent the F rom appearing a par-

for in this Buſineſs is, that the Ryotts ſhould have Satisfaction made to them, and that Dulol Roy, 
the prineipal Farmer, appear on the Spot to do it, otherwiſe his Agents will plead, as they do every 


Day, when they are called on to anſwer for their Principals; that they had no Authority from 
them for complying with the Injunctions that may be made upon them. 


Governor General—I concur with the General, and with the Board, in wiſhing to do Juſtice 90 
the Ryotts; but to do it effectually, as I have ſaid before, the Enquiry muſt be carried back beyond 
the ſhort Period of Dulol Roy's Leet becauſe, added to the Informations which J have had, which 1 


had before quoted, I am convinced, beyond almoſt a Poſſibility of a Doubt, that the extraordinary 
Taxes levied on the Ryotts by Dulol Roy, were not entirely of his Creation.— He may have added 


a Part; but if the Aſſertions of the Ryotts be true, that he collected double the Amount of the Rents 


actually due from them, I conſider it next to an Impoſſibility, that ſo violent an Oppreſſion could have 


been committed, without ſuch Clamour from the whole Country, as would have compelled the Govern- 
ment to have afforded them Redreſs, unleſs they had been gradually introduced, If they were of 


many Years ſtanding, and no new Taxes were added by Ramkifſen or Dulol Roy, 1 cannot ſay that 


I ſhould wiſh to make either accountable for the paſt ; but if theſe Innovations were of their 1 
both ſhould be called to an Account for them, and both obliged to make Reſtitution. 

_ General Clavering—lI have ſaid before, that this Board grounded their Opinion, that Dulot Roy 
ſhould be diſpoſſeſſed of his Farm, on Account of the Oppreſſions which they underſtood from the 
Ryotts he had made on them. If thoſe Taxes called Mathoot had been uſual ones, the Ryotts 
would have had no Reaſon to complain; but it was from their being created by Dulol Roy, and 
raiſed by him oppreſſively, that it was judged an Act of Juſtice in the Board to diſpoſſeſs him, and 
reſtote the former Zemindar.

Houſe, and no Farmer belonging to the Company attends the Zemindar's Houſe to render his 
Accounts. The Khalſah Sherutah is the Place at which, by the Committee's Regulations, every

18, The Governor admits, that Deloll Roy, the late Farmer of Rajeſhahy, did levy thoſe Ex- 
ceſſes on the Ryots, with which Rajah Ram Kiſſen charged him; he had no Plea or Excuſe for 
ſuch Extortions, ſince the Farm was let to him at a Rent conſiderably lower than it was before let to 
the Ranny, without having ſuffered the Extortions which were exacted from her. She is the Zemin- 
dar of the Diſtrict, and the Farm is now reſtored to her. Our permitting her to recommend another 
Dewan, in the room of Nun Dollol, was juſt and reaſonable, ſince ſhe is now reſponſible for the 
Collections. Mr. Haſtings attributes this Reſolution to his having refuſed to be concerned in the 
Accuſations preferred to the Board by Ram Kiſſen; an Afertion, wholly unſupported by Proof or 
Probability, admits of no Anſwer, but a Denial. We can make no other Reply to his Aſſertion, 
that we have determined the Succeſſion to the Zemindarry in Favour of Rajah Ram Kiſſen, but that 
it is not Fact.
